Clause  7  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  is  dead,  and  has  been  re- 
placed by  a  new  one.  _  , 

Qualified  Directorship  of  companies  is  now  to  be  limited  to 
one  registered  chemist  and  druggist. 

The  Assistant  who  actually  conducts  the  business  of  a 
company  must  also  be  a  registered  chemist. 

Companies  are  prohibited  from  using  the  description  or 
title  of  "chemist  and  druggist"  or  "pharmaceutical 
chemist,"  or  any  other  sign,  title,  or  description  implying 
registration  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  - 

The  Directors  of  any  company  are  made  personally  liable 
for  any  offence  committed  by  the  company.  The  terms  of  the 
clause  will  be  found  on  p.  59,  and  it  is  contrasted  with  the  old 
one  and  some  comments  made  on  p.  53. 

The  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  has  elected  two  members 
to  represent  that  body  on  the  Central  Optical  Council  (p.  61). 

Mr  Percy  Edgar  has  been  elected  President  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  for  the  ensuing  year 
(P-  43). 

The  Names  of  those  who  have  passed  the  Minor  and  Major 
examinations  in  London  and  Edinburgh  this  month  will  be 
found  on  p.  59.  . 

Mr.  John  Gibson,  of  Hexham,  contributes  an  instruchvo 
series  of  "  Optical  Reflections  "  to  the  Newcastle  Chemists' 
Association  (p.  63). 

Mr.  Tom  Martin,  formerly  town  representative  of  Messrs. 
S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  died  last  week  on  the  same  day  as  Mr. 
Charles  Maw  (p.  48). 

Mr.  J.  R.  Jones,  of  Pretoria,  has  been  appointed  by  the 
Government  as  a  member  of  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board, 
which  is  now  complete  (p.  40). 

Mr.  Walter  Reid  gave  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry 
some  interesting  details  of  the  St.  Louis  Exhibition  at  the- 
meeting  of  the  London  Section  (p.  61). 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  the  last  twelve  months 
show  that  the  exports  and  imports  of  this  country  have  much 
increased  on  those  of  any  previous  year  (p.  52). 

Mr.  Charles  Maw,  the  head  of  the  famous  druggists'  sun- 
dries house,  died  last  Thursday.  We  give  portraits  of  Mr,. 
Maw  on  p.  47,  together  with  notes  on  his  career. 

The  Industrial  Exhibition  at  Cape  Town  was  still  un- 
finished when  our  correspondent  wrote  the  report  which 
appears  on  p.  40,  along  with  a  number  of  photographs  o£ 
exhibits. 

"  Xrayser"  hopes  the  "  History  of  the  Apothecaries'  Com- 
pany," which  is  to  be  shortly  published,  will  tell  us  some- 
thing of  what  the  apothecaries  did  for  the  advancement  of 
pharmacy  (p.  51). 

The  Death  of  the  "  father  of  the  drug-trade,"  Mr.  Edward 
Evans,  is  recorded  on  p.  46,  where  are  given  some  details  of 
his  long  life  spent  in  pharmacy  and  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Evans 
in  his  uniform  as  Deputy-Lieutenant  of  Denbighshire. 

Dr.  Balfour  Marshall,  the  Privy  Council's  Visitor  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Board  of  Examiners  in  Scotland,  has  conic 
round  to  the  view  that  seven  subjects  are  too  many  for  the 
Minor  candidate  at  one  time,  and  suggests  division  of  the 
examination  (pp.  57  and  54). 

The  New  Zealand  patent-medicine  regulations  are  causing 
considerable  stir  among  proprietors  in  this  country.  The 
P.A.T.A.  Council  has  moved  in  the  matter,  as  also  has  the 
Manufacturers'  Association.  We  reprint  some  opinions  and 
particulars  on  p.  44.  "Xrayser''  has  a  note  on  the  subject 
(p.  51). 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  have 
made  a  strong  protest  against  the  action  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  in  circulating  a  statement  implying  that  the 
position  of  apothecaries  in  hospitals  can  only  be  held  by  a 
licensed  apothecary.  There  is  a  special  provision  in  the  Phar- 
macy Acts  for  pharmaceutical  chemists  holding  such  appoint- 
ments (p.  49). 

The  Shellac  Trouble  in  Mincing  Lane  has  had  a  prejudi- 
cial effect  on  business  in  that  quarter,  as  so  many  speculative 
interests  require  adjustment.  Japanese  refined  camphor,  galls, 
neroli  oil,  tannic  acid,  and  copper  sulphate  arc  dearer.  Crude 
glycerin  is  tending  firmer,  and  there  is  a  fair  demand  for; 
refined.  Copaiba,  menthol,  cod-liver  oil,  Japanese  pepper- 
mint oil,  citronella  oil,  white  pepper,  benzols,  and  petroleum 
are  all  easier.  The  drug-auctions  will  be  resumed  next  week 
(p.  65).

Brevities. 

Not  a  single  sample  of  drugs  was  found  to  be  adulterated 
at  Salford  last  quarter,  although  a  large  number  were  taken 
for  analysis. 

The  chemists  of  Heme  Bay  have  decided  to  close  their 
shops  during  the  winter  months  at  8  p.m.,  except  on  Fridays 
and  Saturdays. 

Mr.  William  Heywood,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Hey- 
wood  Street,  Bury,  Lanes,  sustained  a  loss  of  1801.  by  a  fire 
which  occurred  at  his  residence  last  week. 

At  Bolton  on  January  5,  Roger  Brennan  was  sentenced 
to  fourteen  days'  imprisonment  for  fraud  in  connection  with 
the  sale  of  spectacles.  Brennan  represented  that  he  was 
connected  with  Messrs.  Waller  &  Riley,  Ltd.,  chemists, 
Bolton,  with  which  company  he  had  no  connection  whatever. 

Mr.  John  Henry  Ham  (37) ,  chemist's  assistant,  employed 
by  Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co.,  of  Union  Street,  Bristol,  died 
suddenly  on  College  Green,  Bristol,  on  January  7.  At  the 
inquest  on  January  9  the  medical  evidence  was  that  death 
was  due  to  heart-failure,  and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict 
accordingly. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  January  5  in  one  of  the  four  ware- 
houses occupied  by  Messrs.  H.  Poths  &  Co.,  of  Bury  Court, 
St.  Mary  Axe,  E.C.,  in  the  East  India  Docks,  and  a  large 
quantity  of  reserve  stock  of  flint  glassware  was  destroyed. 
Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  replace  the  goods  in  the 
shortest  possible  space  of  time;  but,  as  in  many  lines  delay 
in  delivery  will  necessarily  occur,  Messrs.  Poths  beg  the 
kind  forbearance  of  their  clients  for  a  few  days. 

Messrs.  Ivan  Levinstein,  Ltd.,  chemical-manufacturers, 
Blackley,  Manchester,  were  prosecuted  for  the  fourth  time 
'before  Mr.  Edgar  Brierley,  Manchester  City  Stipendiary, 
on  January  5,  for  creating  a  nuisance  to  the  neighbourhood 
by  allowing  the  emission  of  noxious  vapours  from  their 
works.  The  particular  chemical  smell  objected  to  was  that 
-of  naphthylamine.  After  hearing  a  great  number  of  wit- 
nesses the  Magistrate  said  he  did  not  see  what  more  an 
■employer  of  labour  or  a  manufacturer  could  do  than  Mr. 
Levinstein  had  done  in  this  case,  and  dismissed  the  sum- 
mons, but  without  costs.

John  Islip's  Letter. 
It  may  be  noted  that  the  man  John  Islip,  who  has  served  a 
term  of  imprisonment  for  obtaining  goods  by  fraud,  used 
in  the  letter  to  Messrs.  Roberts  &  Co.,  which  we  reproduced 
last  week  (page  2),  the  name  of  Mr.  Blarney,  King's  Road, 
Brighton.  Such  use  was  entirely  unwarranted  so  far  as  Mr. 
Blarney  is  concerned,  and  it  serves  to  show  the  lengths 
Islip  will  go  in  his  nefarious  schemes. 

Industrial  Alcohol  Inquiry. 
A  meeting  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  use  of  duty-free  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes  was  held 
in  the  Board-room,  Somerset  House,  W.C.,  on  January  10. 
The  members  present  were  Sir  H.  W.  Primrose,  K.C.B., 
C.S.I.  (Chairman),  Sir  William  Crookes,  Dr.  T.  E. 
Thorpe,  C.B.,  Dr.  W.  Somerville,  Mr.  L.  D.  Nicholson, 
and  Mr.  T.  Tyrer.  The  witnesses  examined  were  Mr. 
B.  Biggs  (representing  the  makers  of  wood  naphtha),  Mr. 
Joseph  Turner  (representing  Messrs.  Read  Holliday  & 
Sons,  Ltd.,  Huddersfield),  Mr.  Arthur  Ashworth  (repre- 
senting the  Bury  and  District  Chamber  of  Commerce), 
and  Mr.  W.  H.  Massey  (Twyford). 

Have  had  Enough. 
In  a  report  issued  on  Monday,  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee of  Chelsea  state  they  have  considered  a  communica- 
tion from  Dr.  L.  C.  Parkes,  their  medical  officer,  in  regard 
to'  the  hearing  at  Kensington  Petty  Sessions,  on  Decem- 
ber 6,  of  three  summonses,  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 


Drugs  Acts,  in  respect  to  alleged  adulterated  cod-liver  oil. 

Dr.  Parkes  wrote  : 

The  solicitor  (Mr.  Kirby),  representing  two  of  the  defen- 
dants, asked  for  an  adjournment  to  produce  further  evi- 
dence from  Norway  as  to  the  manufacture  of  the  cod-liver 
oil.  His  application  was  opposed  by  Mr.  Smith,  on  behalf 
of  the  Borough  Council ;  but  the  Bench  granted  a  further 
adjournment  to  January  17  for  the  production  of  further 
evidence  by  the  defendants,  leave  being  also  given  to  the 
plaintiffs  to  produce  rebutting  evidence  if  desired.  From 
a  statement  made  from  the  bench  it  would  seem  that  the 
Magistrates  are  desirous  of  hearing  further  evidence  on 
the  point  of  cod-liver  oil  being  an  article  of  perishable 
nature  or  likely  to  decompose  such  as  will  render  a  state- 
ment by  the  public  analyst  that  no  change  had  taken  place 
in  the  constitution  of  the  sample  obligatory  for  him  to 
append  to  his  certificates,  which  was  not  done  in  these 
cases.  Also,  the  Magistrates  wish  to  hear  further  evidence 
as  to  whether  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  issued  in  1898  is 
still  to  be  considered  the  most  trustworthy  guide  as  to  the 
tests  of  genuineness  in  cod-liver  oil  samples. 

The  committee's  report,  without  giving  reasons  for  the  deci- 
sion, states  that  they  have  instructed  the  medical  officer  not 
to  offer  any  further  evidence  in  these  cases.  [The  defence, 
however,  will  have  something  more  to  say.] 

Sheffield  Notes. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Sheffield 
Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society,  Mr.  G.  E.  Scott- 
Smith,  F.C.S.,  F.I.C.,  was  made  an  honorary  member  of 
the  Society. 

The  University  scheme  still  forges  ahead.  The  Rother- 
ham  City  Council  have  decided  to  make  an  annual  grant 
of  1001.  to  the  fund  of  the  University,  and  meanwhile  the 
Government  grant  to  the  University  College  has  been 
increased  from  1,30(M.  to  2,300Z. 

Reminders  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death  of  the  late 
Mr.  A.  H.  Allen  still  occur  in  the  social  life  of  the  city. 
At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Literary  and  Philo- 
sophical Society  on  Tuesday  last,  reference  was  made  to  the 
loss  occasioned  by  his  death  to  the  Society,  in  the  affairs  of 
which  he  had  taken  a  prominent  part. 

The  great  gale  last  Friday  night  left  considerable  traces 
of  its  violence  in  Sheffield.  Among  the  damage  a  large 
signboard,  17  feet  long  by  10  feet  broad,  was  blown  down 
from  above  the  shop-door  of  Messrs.  Boots'  premises  at 
99  South  Street,  Moor,  but  fortunately  no  one  was  injured 
by  it. 

The  Health  Committee  presented  to  the  City  Council, 
at  their  meeting  on  January  4,  a  remarkable  resolution 
arising  out  of  the  special  powers  given  to  the  City 
Council  by  the  Sheffield  Corporation  Act,  1900,  for  dealing 
with  tuberculosis.  The  committee,  being  of  opinion  that 
tuberculosis  was  caused  or  likely  to  be  caused  to  persons 
residing  in  the  city  from  the  consumption  of  milk  supplied 
from  the  dairy  of  a  farm  at  Renishaw,  ordered  that  milk 
should  not  be  supplied  within  the  city  from  the  dairy  in 
question  until  the  order  was  withdrawn  by  the  Corpora- 
tion. 

In  his  report  to  the  City  Council  for  the  quarter  ended 
December  24  last,  Mr.  G.  E.  Scott-Smith  states  that  he 
analysed  a  total  number  of  168  samples  of  foods  and  drugs. 
Of  two  samples  of  ground  ginger  one  was  genuine,  while 
the  remaining  sample  was  of  inferior  quality.  One  sample 
of  olive  oil  and  six  of  camphorated  oil  all  proved  to  be 
genuine.  Of  five  samples  of  compound  liquorice  powder, 
four  were  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  B.P.,  but  the 
remaining  sample  contained  16.5  instead  of  8.3  per  cent, 
of  sulphur.  Of  seven  samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  six 
were  genuine,  the  seventh  containing  only  three-fifths  of 
the  minimum  proportion  of  ethyl  nitrite  required  by  the 
B.P. 

Birmineham  Notes. 

Mr.  Chance,  chemical-manufacturer,  Edgbaston,  has  been 
appointed  Deputy-Chairman  of  the  City  Magistrates  for 
the  second  time. 

As  evidence  of  the  badness  of  trade  in  our  midst,  a 
local  apprentice  sued  his  employer  for  return  of  indentures 
and  part  of  premium,  because  there  was  not  enough  work 
j  for  him  to  do.    He  was  successful  on  both  points. 

The  "Post"  gave  prominence  to  a  gathering  which  has 
been  held  in  our  city  in  honour  of  the  coming-of-age  of

Mr.  Cuxson,  son  of  the  senior  partner  of  Cuxson,  Gerrard 
&  Co.,  of  Oldbury.  It  took  the  form  of  a  dinner  and 
dance.  During  the  evening  presentations  were  made  to 
the  fortunate  young  man  by  the  employes  in  token  of  their 
esteem. 

With  a  desire  to  create  more  enthusiasm  in  the  Associa- 
tion meetings  the  suggestion  is  made  that  members  be 
allowed  to  talk  on  some  subject  germane  to  the  calling, 
whether  social,  political,  scientific,  or  business,  provided 
they  do  not  exceed  an  allotted  time — say,  five  or  six 
minutes — to  be  terminated  by  a  signal  bell  in  charge  of 
the  Chairman. 

The  living-in  system  is  fast  dying  out  in  the  Birmingham 
district,  and  in  lieu  thereof  an  increased  wage  is  given. 
If  it  is  desired  by  a  newcomer,  the  principal  secures  suit- 
able lodgings  for  him  until  he  can  get  suited  in  this  matter. 
The  weekly  wage  appears  to  be  about  25s.  to  30s.  for 
juniors  and  35?.  to  55s.  for  qualified  seniors.  In  some 
cases  commissions  on  sales  bring  up  the  stipend  by  from 
3s.  to  7s.  per  week. 

A  very  unusual  sight  was  observed  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing last.  One  of  the  first  retail  pharmacists'  establish- 
ments, noted  for  its  punctual  opening  and  closing,  was 
found  closed  until  9.15;  the  attendants,  with  head 
despondent,  parading  in  front  of  the  barred  door  from 
8.30  until  that  time.  On  inquiry,  a  customer  ascertained 
that  the  staff  had  been  entertained  to  a  sumptuous  repast 
at  the  residence  of  one  of  the  principals  the  night  before, 
the  festivities  continuing  until  4  a.m.

The  Leyton  Urban  District  Council  have  ( ?  new  rules) 
decided  that  in  future  the  drugs  required  for  the  Isolation 
Hospital  shall  be  supplied  by  the  Council  instead  of  by  the 
medical  officer.  For  the  storage  of  the  drugs  a  dispensary 
is  to  be  provided. 

Guardians  and  Drugs. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  West  Derby  Guardians,  Liverpool,  on 
January  11,  Dr.  Davies  objected  to  a  minute  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  continuing  the 
grant  of  60/.  for  another  year  to  Dr.  Sheldon,  medical  officer 
of  the  Kirkdale  district,  to  defray  the  cost  of  drugs.  Dr. 
Davies  did  not  think  it  was  fair  to  other  medical  gentlemen 
that  Dr.  Sheldon  should  have  a  special  perquisite  for  drugs. 
Such  a  system  was  open  to  abuse,  and  he  moved  that  the 
matter  be  referred  back  for  further  consideration.  Mr. 
Tracey  seconded  the  motion,  remarking  that  there  was 
nothing  to  show  whether  60/.  or  160/.  was  necessary  for  the 
drugs.  In  the  course  of  the  subsequent  discussion  it  was 
stated  that  the  cost  of  drugs  in  the  Bootle  district  during 
the  past  year  was  over  106/.  The  amendment  was  rejected 
by  a  large  majority. 

Canadian  Government  Office. 
The  Canadian  Government  has  opened  a  City  Branch 
Office  at  73  Basinghall  Street,  E.C.,  for  the  special  con- 
venience of  business-men.    The  office  is  well  supplied  with 


Canadian  books  of  reference,  directories,  reports,  and  other 
sources  of  information,  which  will  be  kept  up  fo  date,  and 
in  due  course  it  is  proposed  to  instal  a  small  display  of  the 
leading  Canadian  products  and  resources.  Information  re- 
garding Canadian  trade  matters,  the  products  and  re- 
sources of  the  Dominion,  and  other  particulars  relating  to 
Canada,  will  be  given  to  any  persons  who  may  wish  to  make 
use  of  these  facilities.  Personal  interviews  by  appointment 
can  also  be  arranged. 

The  "Week's  Poisonings. 

Three  of  the  ten  deaths  from  poisoning  were  misadven- 
tures— one  at  Somers  Town,  where  oxalic  acid  was  mis- 
taken for  beer  by  a  young  man  named  Powell,  and  the 
other  at  Batley,  where  John  W.  Griffiths  took  laudanum 
in  overdose.  A  child  named  Blagdon  was  accidentally 
poisoned  with  carbolic  acid  at  Devonport.  Another  oxalic- 
acid  death  was  at  Islington,  where  the  acid  was  taken  for 
suicidal  purposes  by  an  office  porter  named  Bramble.  Four 
suicides  by  laudanum  are  recorded  besides  the  misadven- 
ture  already  mentioned.  Two  took  place  at  Sheffield,  the 
victims  being  Mary  Connolly  and  a  carter  named  Booth- 
way.  A  miner  named  Handley  died  in  the  General  Hos- 
pital at  Nottingham  from  laudanum,  but  how  administered 
has  not  yet  been  discovered.  The  remaining  case  was  at 
Handsworth,  where  a  Mrs.  Guest  poisoned  herself  because 
her  husband,  whom  she  thought  dead,  returned  and 
found  her  married  again.  At  the  inquest,  on  January  10, 
one  of  the  witnesses  was  Robert  Roxborough  Gibson,  a 
qualified  chemist,  managing  the  Villa  Road  branch  of 
Boots,  Ltd.  The  deceased,  he  said,  was  served  with  the 
laudanum  by  the  assistant,  under  his  personal  super- 
vision. Laudanum  was  not  a  scheduled  poison  under  the 
Poisons  Act,  and  they  used  their  discretion.  The  Coroner 
thought  it  a  great  pity  that  chemists  should  be  allowed  to 
exercise  discretion.  The  Legislature  ought  to  put  it 
beyond  their  power.  Witness,  continuing,  said  the  lady 
was  asked  what  she  required  the  poison  for,  and  she 
replied  for  rubbing  outwardly,  otherwise  he  should  not 
have  allowed  so  large  a  quantity  as  2  oz.  to  be  sold  at  once. 
About  three-quarters  of  an  ounce  had  gone  from  the 
bottle. — At  St.  Pancras,  William  Hughes,  formerly  a  ser- 
geant-major in  the  R.A.M.C.,  killed  himself  with  an  in- 
jection of  morphine. — A  brass -finisher  named  Tyson,  at 
Stockton-on-Tees,  who  was  an  unsuccessful  claimant  to 
the  Tyson  millions,  poisoned  himself  with  hydrochloric 
acid.

Compensation  Granted 

At  Newry  Quarter  Sessions  on  Monday,  Messrs.  S.  Connor 
&  Sons,  Hill  Street,  Newry,  were  awarded  8/.  compensation, 
and  costs,  by  Judge  Orr,  for  the  malicious  breaking  of  a 
window  and  glass  door-panel  in  their  branch  shop  at  Hill 
Street  and  Mill  Street  on  November  4.  The  injury  was 
caused  by  a  soldier. 

North  Dublin  Union  Dispensers. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  North  Dublin  Guardians,  a 
resolution  was  passed  to  the  effect  that  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  be  asked  to  reconsider  its  refusal  to  sanction  the 
new  scale  of  pay  for  dispensers  proposed  by  the  Guardians— 
viz.,  minimum,  100/.  ;  maximum,  120/.  It  is  urged  that  as 
the  average  daily  attendance  of  patients  has  increased  from 
thirty  to  seventy-five  in  Clarence  Street,  and  the  officer  com- 
pounding therein  has  been  in  the  service  of  the  Board  since 
1900  without  any  increase,  the  salary  might  be  made  propor- 
tional to  that  of  other  dispensaries  under  the  same  Board 
of  Guardians.

The  Committee  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Students  met 
on  January  9  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  Mr.  T.

Business  Changes.

Glasgow  Notes. 

The  opposition  to  the  proposed  adoption  by  Glasgow  of 
the  Shop-hours  Act  has  now  attained  such  magnitude  that 
the  movement  is  likely  to  be  abandoned  in  the  meantime. 

Owing  to  a  recommendation  in  a  popular  journal,  local 
chemists  have  experienced  a  "run"  on  "odourless  petro- 
leum." It  is  held  out  as  a  specific  for  loss  of  hair,  premature 
greyness,  etc. 

The  results  of  the  local  Association's  early-closing 
■plebiscite  are  not  yet  announced,  but  it  is  understood, 
although  the  returns  are  limited,  that  a  large  majority  of 
chemists  in  business  vote  for  shorter  hours. 

Mr.  W.  Mair's  lecture  on  "  A  Pharmacist's  Impressions 
of  the  U.S.A.,"  before  the  local  Association,  on  January  19, 
is  being  anticipated  with  great  interest.  It  is  hoped  that 
there  will  be  a  large  attendance  of  ladies,  who  are  specially 
iitvited. 

Electrotherapy  must  be  making  rapid  strides.  A  chemist 
has  had  a  request  for  ".Galvanised  vaseline."  He  had 
har,dly,  recovered  from  the  shock  caused  by  this  demand, 
when  "  McGregor's  Patent  "  was  called  for,  when  the  time- 
honoured  Gregory's  powder  was  meant. 

The  representative  of  an  English  firm  has  been  warning 
chemists  here  that  the  Inland  Revenue  Authorities  have  now 
declared  "Quinine  Wine,  B.P.,"  to  be  excisable.  Some 
chemists  have  been  disquieted  by  this  statement.  [But  they 
need  not  be,  as  this  order  does  not  apply  to  chemists.  See 
0.  &  D~.  Diary,  1905,  p.  289.— Editor.] 

Professor  Bowen  delivered  one  of  the  University  popular 
Monday  lectures  on  January  9.  His  subject  was  "Dry- 
rot."  He  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  life-history 
and  habits  of  the  fungus,  and  indicated  the  precautionary, 
preventive,  and  curative  measures  to  be  employed  against 
it.  Protection  of  wood  from  damp  and  copious  creosoting 
were  the  principal  items  of  treatment. 

.  An  Austrian  Spirit  Union.— At  a  meeting  of  agricul- 
tural-spirit refiners  of  Bohemia,  Moravia,  and  Austro- 
Silesia,  held  at  Prague,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Prince 
of  Schwarzenberg,  it  was  decided  to  form  a  Spirit  Union 
on  the  same  lines  as  the  German  Spirit  Ring. 

An  English  Lady  Tourist,  Miss  Olive  Edis,  was  in- 
jured on  January  9  by  the  explosion  of  a  carboy  of  sul- 
phuric acid  in  Artillery  Street,  Lisbon.  Miss  Edis  was 
burned  about  the  face  and  chest,  but  her  two  sisters,  who 
were  with  her  at  the  time,  escaped  without  injury.

Cape  Colony.  .  . 

There  are  over  three  hundred  general  dealers'  licences 
issued  in  the  town  of  Port  Elizabeth.  Of  these,  158  have 
been  issued  to  Chinamen. 

Contract. — Messrs.  Hopkins  &  Co.,  chemists,  Woodstock 
and  Salt  River,  have  been  appointed  contractors  to  the 
Cape  Government  Railways,  for  dispensing  at  any  of  their 
four  branches  located  in  Woodstock  and  Salt  River. 

Practising  as  Chemists. — At  Cape  Town  on  Decem- 
ber 20,  1904,  a  preparatory  examination  was  held  by  Mr. 
Brcers,  A.R.M.,  in  the  case  of  Lavitz  Emanuel  Jenson, 
summoned  for  practising  as  a  chemist  without  a  licence. 
The  evidence  went  to  show  that  a  detective  had  frequently 
seen  defendant  in  a  chemist's  shop  at  124  Hanover  Street, 
Cape  Town,  during  the  past  year.  Defendant  had  dis- 
pensed prescriptions  for  the  detective  from  time  to  time. 
A  specific  instance  of  dispensing  was  given,  and  the  mix- 
ture produced.  When  charged  defendant  said  he  was 
an  assistant  in  the  employ  of  W.  J.  Strange  &  Co.,  and  that 
he  was  not  licensed  in  the  Colony,  but  at  Copenhagen, 
Denmark.  In  his  evidence  defendant  said  he  was  a  qualified 
chemist's  assistant,  registered  in  Copenhagen.  He  admitted 
serving  the  mixture  and  that  there  was  some  poison  in  the 
preparation.  It  was  possible,  he  said,  that  if  a  person 
drank  the  contents  of  the  bottle  the  dose  might  prove  fatal. 
He  had  been  dispensing  medicines  in  the  shop  for  three 
years.  He  was  always  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  W.  J. 
Strange,  except,  of  course,  when  that  gentleman  was  away. 
Witness  did  not  think  he  had  been  in  the  shop  alone  for 
more  than  one  hour  on  any  occasion.  Mr.  W.  J.  Strange 
said  he  was  quite  sure  of  the  fact  that  defendant  was  a 
qualified  assistant,  registered  in  Denmark.  Accused  was 
committed  for  trial,  bail  being  allowed  in  the  sum  of  25/. — 
Mahomet  Abduraham,  charged  with  a  similar  offence,  was 
also  committed  for  trial. 
Transvaal. 

The  Ordinance  at  Work. — A  proclamation  in  the 
"  Government  Gazette,"  dated  December  14,  1904,  provided 
that  the  Medical.  Dental,  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance 
(No.  29  of  1904)  should  take  effect  on  January  1,  1905.  By 
a  coincidence  the  proclamation  was  made  by  Mr.  Richard 
Solomon,  who  at  the  time  was  Acting  Lieutenant-Governor. 
It  is  mainly  owing  to  Mr.  Solomon's  efforts  that  the  chemists 
of  the  Transvaal  have  secured  so  desirable  an  Ordinance. 

The  Medical  Council  and  Pharmacy  Board. — In 
addition  to  the  elected  members  (see  C.  <£■  D.,  January  7, 
p.  36)  Government  has  nominated  Dr.  G.  Turner,  M.  O.  H. 
for  the  Transvaal,  Sir  Kendal  Mathew  St.  John  Franks. 
C.B.,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Woodhouse,  L.D.S.,  of  Pretoria,  to  be 
members  of  the  Medical  Council.  The  Government  nominees 
for  the  Pharmacy  Board  are  Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  of  Boks- 
burg,  and  Mr.  j.  R.  Jones,  of  Pretoria.  A  Government 
notice  issued  from  the  Colonial  Secretary's  office  at  Pretoria 
appointed  January  4,  1905,  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Conjoint  Board,  the  meeting-place  to  be  Pretoria. 


CAPE  TOWN  INDUSTRIAL  EXHIBITION. 

This  "International"  Exhibition  by  the  Trades  Markets 
and  Exhibitions,  Ltd.,  Covers  some  thirty-five  acres  of 
ground,  and  is  located  on  what  is  known  as  Green  Point 
Common.  It  was  formally  opened  on  November  26,  1904, 
by  the  Officer  Administering  the  Government,  but  on  that 
date  it  was  not  nearly  finished.  At  the  time  of  writing 
(December  20)  there  remains  much  to  be  done.    The  collapse 
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of  the  Old  Holland  Syndicate  placed  the  directors  in  a 
■somewhat  awkward  plight,  since  this  syndicate  had  the 
.matter  of  amusements  and  refreshments  in  hand,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  side-shows,  such  as  the  "water  chute," 
*'  Destruction  of  Pompeii,"  etc.,  and  it  is  no  easy  matter  to 
,get  the  material  together  to  afford  amusement  in  South 
Africa.  The  question  that  one  often  hears  is,  "  Is  this 
Exhibition  as  good  as  that  held  at  Grahamstown  some  years 
back  ?  "  The  site  is  much  better  ;  the  ideas  generally  better, 
but  the  management  has  yet  to  demonstrate  its  capabilities. 

Five  minutes  by  electric  car  from  the  Bank  takes  one  to 
the  entrance  to  the  Exhibition.  Once  inside  you  apply  at 
■the  General  Offices  for  an  official  catalogue,  and  on  looking 
through  this  volume  of  330  pages  (mostly  advertisements) 
a  certain  amount  of  disappointment  is  felt,  as  many  firms 
do  not  "show"  at  the  Exhibition  who  are  represented  by 
branch  houses  or  representatives  at  the  Cape,  and  whom  it 
is  only  natural  to  look  for.  For  the  sake  of  those  who  do 
exhibit,  thereby  spending  money  and  time,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  management  will  be  able  to  continue  along  lines  origi- 
nally laid  down  when  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  open  the 
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A  General  Visw  of  the  Exhibition. 

Exhibition  to  foreign  as  well  as  British  exhibitors,  and  that 
a  repetition  of  what  took  place  at  Kimberley  some  years  ago 
may  not  occur.  It  is  not  too  late  now  to  make  an  effort  to 
ensure  success. 

Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  exhibit  is  in 
Block  "J"  No.  25,  and  it  goes  without  saying  they  have 
.an  interesting  exhibit.  Mr.  Hector,  the  firm's  local  manager, 
showed  the  C.  <L-  I),  representative  round.  On  the  left  side 
of  the  exhibit  are  two  minor  showcases,  one  containing 
photographic  tabloids,  and  the  other  filled  with  the 
"Kepler"  preparations.  On  the  right  "  Hazeline "  and 
"  Dartring  "  lanoline  products  are  displayed,  and  in  a  sepa- 
rate case  soloids.  If  one  part  of  the  exhibit  is  more  interest- 
ing than  the  other,  it  is  the  centre  stand  showcase.  Here 
are  to  be  seen  the  "  Wellcome  "  brand  of  fine  chemicals  and 
serums,  together  with  hypodermic  and  ophthalmic  cases  in 
great  variety.  Wyeth's  beef-juice  and  Fairchild's  prepara- 
tions also  figure  prominently.  At  the  back  of  the  exhibit, 
and  immediately  above  the  manager's  desk,  are  two  medi- 
cine-cabinets. One  is  known  as  the  "  Railway  "  cabinet, 
-.the  other  the  "York"  cabinet.  The  former  is  so  nicely 
fitted  and  compact  that  no  fewer  than  120  bottles  of  a 
serviceable  size,  and  containing  the  many  different  and 
mostly  used  products,  are  comfortably  fitted  in  it,  and  there 
.is  yet  room  left  for  test-tubes,  small  surgical  instruments, 
etc.,  such  as  a  railway  medical  officer  is  likely  to  need. 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  stand  is  so  well 
•  dressed,  and  the  appointments  are  so  good,  that  it  would  do 
the  firm  credit  in  a  more  important  exhibition  than  the  one 
under  notice.  The  pictures  that  adorn  the  walls  of  the 
^exhibit  are  the  results  of  tabloid  process  of  development. 

Over  the  other  side  of  the  building,  next  to  the  beautiful 
stand  of  Heinz,  the  pickle-maker,  is  the  exhibit  of  Messrs. 
Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.  Our  representative 
was  mainly  led  to  make  a  straight  line  for  this  stand,  for  the 
purpose  of  quenching  his  thirst.  Going  round  an  exhibition 
with  a  South  African  sun  on  you  most  of  the  time,  or  with 


the  thermometer  at  90°  in  the  shade,  is  apt  to  make  one  bless 
the  day  when  this  firm  took  to  pressing  limes  and  placing  a 
high-class  product  thereof  on  the  market.  Section  1  of  this 
stand  is  filled  with  "Montserrat  "  goods;  Section  3  is  used 
to  display  Evans's  antiseptic  throat-pastilles,  "  Montserrat  " 
lime-fruit  drops,  etc.  ;  while  Section  2  is  arranged  with

Margerison's  soaps,  the  manufacture  of  the  well-known 
Preston  firm.  Messrs.  White,  Ryan  &  Co.,  merchants.  Cape 
Town,  are  the  agents  for  "  Montserrat"  preparations. 

In  Block  "  I  "  is  the  showcase  of  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett 
&  Son.  Mr.  Astell  J.  Willson,  the  firm's  South  African 
representative,  was  busy  putting  the  finishing  touches  to  the

exhibit  when  our  representative  arrived.  He  also  had  a 
word  to  say — excusing  himself  for  a  moment — to  the  Exhibi- 
tion electric-light  official ;  and  the  way  he  said  it  took  our 
patient  reporter's  t  houghts  to  "  Dear  dirty  Dublin."  It  is  to 
be  feared  that  Messrs.  Hewlett's  representative  is  not  the 
only  one  who  has  to  do  seme  straight  talking  on  the  lighting 
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question.  The  display  is  not  an  extensive  one,  but  the 
different  products  are  nicely  and  effectively  arranged.  Com- 
pressed tablets,  pills  (pearl  and  geleatin  coated),  and  stand- 
ardised liquors  and  tinctures  figure  prominently.  The  firm's 
antiseptic  cream  in  tubes  commands  a  special  position  in  the 
exhibit,  and  the  other  more  prominent  and  older  specialities 
made  by  this  firm  are  by  no  means  forgotten. 

In  Block  "E,"  Stand  No.  9,  Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co. 
occupy  three  ordinary  stands.  The  left  corner  section  is 
devoted  to  an  exhibit  of  dental  instruments  by  Messrs.

Claudius  Ash  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  London,  for  whom  Messrs. 
Petersen  act  as  agents  in  South  Africa.  Artistically 
arranged  are  all  the  latest  appliances  in  dentistry.  The 
very  latest  thing  in  dental  chairs  is  displayed,  and  from  the 
way  the  assistant  manipulated  it,  one  was  tempted  to  ask

what  cannot  be  done  with  this  chair.  Anaesthetic  apparatus, 
teeth,  and  other  dental  goods  too  numerous  to  mention  are 
arranged  in  such  a  manner  that  any  particular  thing  can  be 
shown  without  inconvenience  or  disturbing  the  display. 
The  exhibit  itself  is  in  imitation  marble.    The  right  section 


is  devoted  to  surgical  instruments.  An  operating-table,  all 
glass,  except  where  absolutely  necessary  to  be  otherwise,  is 
of  interest,  since  it  is,  perhaps,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in- 
South  Africa.  All  the  necessary  cabinets,  instruments,  etc., 
that  go  to  fit  an  up-to-date  operating-theatre  are  shown,  and 
the  firm  also  exhibit  artificial  limbs,  together  with  trusses, 
and  spinal  supports,  the  last-named  being  of  their  own 
manufacture.  The  middle  stand  is  dressed  with  Berkefeld 
filters  on  the  one  side,  and  with  the  firm's  soluble  essences, 
confectioners'  and  mineral-water  makers'  goods  on  the 
other,  with  a  show  of  Faulding's  milk  emulsion,  Faulding's. 
eucalyptus  oil,  and  "  Solyptol "  soap,  medical  and  toilet. 
Messrs.  Petersen  make  a  speciality  of  essences,  etc.,  which, 
are  manufactured  in  their  own  laboratories,  and  their  pro- 
ducts are  well  known  throughout  South  Africa  in  mineral- 
water  circles. 

Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.  have  a  very  fine  display 
of  their  products.  Two  huge  bottles,  enlarged  facsimiles  of 
the  ordinary  "Yorkshire  Relish"  container,  are  the  first, 
things  that  catch  the  eye  of  the  visitor,  and  placarded 
thereon  are  the  words  "  9d.  per  bottle,  but  not  this  size." 
Samples  of  the  Relish  are  given  away,  and  it  goes  without, 
saying  that  the  ladies  keep  Mr.  James  Irvine,  the  representa- 
tive in  charge,  busy;  and  that  gentleman  takes  every 
opportunity  to  throw  in  the  hint  that  Goodall's  jellies,  etc., 
are  good,  and  that  ladies  "  should  ask  for  them."  The 
firm's  household  specialities  figure  prominently,  and  the 
chemist  from  up-country  who  has  not  had  the  chance  of 
seeing  a  good  range  of  packed  goods  will  do  well  to  make  a 
point  of  looking  over  this  exhibit. 

Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  have v a 
very  nice  exhibit.  Their  South  African  agents  are  Messrs- 
Otto,  Langsberg  &  Co.,  Cape  Town,  who  are  very  proud  of 
the  position  Jeyes'  products  have  in  their  territory.  If  any 
man  can  pay  a  visit  to  their  place  in  Shortmarket  Street,  and! 
come  away  without  having  it  impressed  upon  him  that, 
"  Jeyes  "  is  the  thing  in  disinfectants,  he  is  pretty  hard  to. 
convince.  The  face  of  the  inevitable  nurse  beams  down  on> 
one  from  nearly  every  drug  or  general  store  in  South  Africa. 
Cyllin  is  being  pushed  ahead  now  in  South  Africa;  it  is  this, 
line  and  Jeyes'  Fluid  that  figure  so  prominently  amid  the 
company's  soaps  and  veterinary  products.

Sons,  Ltd.),  Thos.  Powell.  Ltd.  (Powell's  Balsam),  Scott  & 
Bowne,  A.  Tebbutt  (Sutton  &  Co.),  and  J.  Wylde  (Thomas 
Keating). 

Other  Business. 
A  proposal  to  issue  the  P.A.T.A.  Protected  List  in  a 
convenient  form  for  distribution  by  chemists  to  their 
customers  was  discussed,  and  it  was  resolved  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  investigation  and 
report.

Zhc  IRew  Zealanfc  fil>ov>e. 


THE  regulations  respecting  patent  medicines  gazetted  by 
the  Mew  Zealand  Minister  of  Public  Health,  of  which  a 
iull  account  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  ot  last 
week,  have  caused  a  good  deal  of  stir  in  proprietary  circles. 
The  Council  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
met  on  Wednesday  to  discuss  the  matter,  and  there  has  also 
been  an  interchange  of  opinion  between  that  body  and  the 
Manufacturers'  Association.  The  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  also  moving  in  the  matter.  We  ought  to  say  that 
although  the  feeling  in  proprietary  circles  is  one  of  indigna- 
tion, it  is  not  quite  so  with  the  distributing  houses,  who 
complain  that  the  profit — in  some  cases  loss — on  the  handling 
of  proprietary  articles  does  not  warrant  them  in  fighting  the 
manufacturers'  battle.  We  append  several  communications 
we  have  received  : 

Manufacturers'  Views. 
Immediately  we  received  from  our  New  Zealand  agents  a 
copy  of  the  Act  with  the  list  of  the  articles  scheduled,  wo 
wrote  to  all  the  English  proprietors  who  were  interested,  and 
sent  them  a  copy  of  the  Act,  telling  them  that  to  publish  the 
formula  in  New  Zealand  meant  publishing  it  to  the  whole 
world,  and  that  we  had  given  our  advertising  agents  notice 
to  stop  the  whole  of  our  advertising  in  New  Zealand  on 
May  31,  if  the  Act  was  not  withdrawn  before  that  date,  as  we 
should  cease  to  do  business  with  the  Colony.  The  Act  is 
supposed  not  to  come  into  force  before  July  1,  but  as  it  will 
meet  with  strong  opposition  from  proprietors  (foreign  and 
local),  merchants,  traders,  retailers,  advertising  men,  and 
newspapers,  and  as  it  will  mean  a  loss  to  the  Colony  in  duty, 
we  do  not  doubt  it  will  be  withdrawn.  It  will  be  of  no 
benefit  to  anyone  but  the  medical  fraternity  and  prescribing 
herbalists,  and  in  a  sparsely  populated  country  it  will  be  a 
great  inconvenience  to  a  large  number  of  the  population  to 
be  deprived  of  their  home  remedies.  The  best  suggestion  we 
have  received  is  from  a  Sydney  firm,  who  suggest  that  every 
proprietor  should  write  a  strong  protest  to  the  Minister  of 
Public  Health  of  Wellington,  N.Z.  When  the  Act  was  intro- 
duced and  passed  in  1900  it  was  to  be  put  in  force  if  necessary 
to  put  a  stop  to  the  sale  of  articles  containing  poisons,  and 
especially  articles  used  for  doubtful  and  illegal  purposes. 


The  declining-population  question  was  at  the  time  being  put 
forward  as  a  serious  matter.  This  regulation  just  published 
applies  to  all  Patent  Medicines,  and  certainly  goes  far  beyond 
what  was  intended  by  the  Act.  (95/40.) 

The  proprietors  of  Owbridge's  Lung  Tonic  have  sent  the 
following  letter  to  their  Colonial  advertising  agent :  "  We 
note  that  a  new  Act  has  been  passed  by  the  New  Zealand. 
Government  which  will  seriously  affect  the  British  patent- 
medicine  export  trade,  and  we  feel  it  a  duty  to  strongly  pro- 
test against  such  an  Act.  It  is  not  at  all  likely  that  pro- 
prietors of  secret  medicines  will  comply  with  the  wording  of 
the  Act — namely,  to  disclose  in  English  or  other  language 
the  contents  and  exact  proportions  upon  the  label  affixed  to 
the  bottle  or  package.  This  Act  will  most  certainly  debar 
the  colonists  from  getting  in  many  cases  medicine  which  in 
their  home  country  they  have  found  most  beneficial ;  further 
it  is  hard  on  an  English  proprietor  who  has  been  at  con- 
siderable expense  in  advertising  his  specialities  in  the 
Colonies.  We  therefore  trust  your  good  firm  will  lay  this 
matter  seriously  before  the  Government  and  inform  them 
that  we  shall  for  one  withdraw  our  advertisements  in  the 
said  Colony,  if  it  is  allowed  to  stand.  We  trust  they  will  see 
their  way  clear  to  recall  the  said  Act.  We  think  the  British 
manufacturer  of  patent  medicine  is  already  severely  handn 
capped  by  the  duties  on  such  goods  and  advertising-matter." 

How  it  Arose. 

"  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia  "  states  tha.-t 
this  matter  was  first  raised  in  the  New  Zealand  House  of 
Representatives  in  1897,  when  Mr.  Lewis  asked  if  the  Govern- 
ment would  introduce  legislation  almost  exactly  on  the  lines 
adopted  in  1900.  He  quoted  analyses  of  various  preparations 
as  follows: — Beecham's  pills:  Aloes,  ginger,  or  soap.  Sd- 
quah's  Prairie  Flower  :  Aloes,  3  pt. ;  carbonate  of  soda,  1  pt. 
Mother  Seigel's  syrup  :  Treacle,  borax,  aloes,  capsicum,  and 
liquorice.  Rowland's  Kalydor :  Bitter  almonds  and  rose- 
water.  Pink  pills  (Dr.  Williams's)  :  Aloes,  coated  with  sugar, 
tinted  with  carmine  (  !).  Warner's  Safe  Cure:  Saltpetre. 
St.  Jacobs'  Oil :  Turpentine  and  camphor.  Revalenta 
Arabica :  Ground  lentils.  "These  facts  were  sufficient  to- 
prove  that  the  Government  should  copy  the  German  custom. "" 
Mr.  Seddon,  the  Premier,  made  an  evasive  speech.  He  had,, 
he  said,  been  born  at  St.  Helens,  and  had  seen  all  over 
Beecham's  pill-factory,  and  pretended  to  be  hurt  that  such, 
misleading  statements  should  be  made  about  Beecham's  pills. 
He  hoped  to  have  the  matter  dealt  with  when  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  was  before  the  House.  But  when  that  Bill  did  com'o- 
again  before  the  House  in  1898  nothing  was  said  about  pro- 
prietary medicines  in  this  respect.  The  Health  Bill  was  at 
last  introduced  in  1900.  In  the  discussion  on  the  first  reading. 
Mr.  Ward,  Colonial  Secretary,  who  introduced  the  Bill,  said- 
nothing  about  the  clause.  Mr.  Hanan  (Invercargill)  was- 
pleased  to  see  that  this  power  had  been  taken,  and  hoped 
••  the  Government  would  see  that  all  patent  and  proprietary, 
medicines  have  on  the  bottle,  box,  or  packet  a  printed  state- 
ment setting  forth  the  component  parts  contained  therein." 
He  recalled  Mr.  Lewis's  statement  in  1897,  and  said  that; 
most  of  the  medicines  were  simply  worthless.  If  they  knew 
what  they  were  really  composed  of,  people  would  not  look  at 
them.  Not  a  word  was  said  on  the  clause  in  Committee,  andi 
it  has  been  allowed  to  sleep  for  four  years.  The  secret  history 
of  the  present  regulations  would  be  very  interesting. 

Energetic  Action. 

The  special  committee  of  the  P.A.T.A.  and  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Manufacturers'  Association  met  indepen- 
dently this  week,  and  representatives  of  both  met  on 
Wednesday,  when  the  following  lines  of  action  were  agreed, 
upen  : 

1.  Each  manufacturer  of  articles  specified  in  the  list  pub- 
lished in  the  0.  <k  D.  last  week  to  instruct  his  advertising- 
agent  to  stop  all  advertising  in  New  Zealand  (including  news- 
papers and  journals  there)  as  from  March  31,  1905. 

2.  Each  manufacturer  to  write  to  the  Editors  of  New 
Zealand  newspapers  explaining  how  the  order  by  the  Minister 
of  Public  Health  has  compelled  this  action. 

3.  Each  manufacturer  to  write  to  the  Colonial  Secretary, 
protesting  against  the  order. 

4.  To  seek  an  interview  with  Mr.  Reeves,  Agent-General 
for  New  Zealand,  in  regard  to  the  matter.

Mr:  C.  Urquhart  Usher  (Secretary)  for  the  Manufacturers,' 
Association.

The  set 
of  requisites  consists  of  the  developing-powder,  cleaning 
and  fixing  composition,  prepared  paper,  printing-paper, 
rubber  pad  and  squeegee,  and  fixing-dish.  Developing- 
boxes  are  also  supplied.  To  take  a  finger-print  the  finger- 
tip is  placed  on  the  prepared  paper  and  then  on  the  printing- 
paper.  This  is  followed  by  the  operations  of  developing 
(by  means  of  a  powder)  and  fixing.  It  is  described  as  not 
a  plaything,  but  an  educational  hobby,  and  is  certainly  a 
thing  for  photographic  chemists  to  push.

Tidman  &  Son,  Ltd.,  of  Bushell  Street,  Wapping,  E.,  to  all 
members  of  the  medical  profession  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Colonies,  shows  how  you  may  obtain  "  a  real  sea-bath  in 
your  own  room."  A  short  preface  points  the  virtues 
and  tells  the  tale  of  Tidman's  sea-salt,  but  the  bulk  of  the 


book  is  taken  up  with  testimonials  from  all  sorts  and  con- 
ditions of  men.  The  analysis  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Hassall  heads 
the  list,  and  there  are  letters  of  approval  from  many  eminent 
medical  men  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  pamphlet 
should  give  an  impetus  to  the  sale  of  this  well-proven  salt, 
and  chemists  should  see  to  it  that  their  stocks  are  adequate.

— These  are  little  xylonite  boxes  con- 
taining sufficient  salt  for  making  a  pint  of 
sterile  normal  salt  solution.  Metal  Cases  for 
Chalk's  Bottles,  more  durable  than  the  card- 
board cases  usually  employed.  Menthol 
and  Paraffin  Capsules,  containing  a  20-per- 
cent, solution  of  menthol  in  liquid  paraffin 
for  treating  earache.  The  capsules  have  elon- 
gated ends,  which  are  torn  off  when  the  con- 
tents are  wanted  for  dropping  in  the  ear.  We 
figure  the  sodium-chloride  shells. 

Laboratory  Report. — Messrs.  Southall 
Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  Birmingham,  have 
just  issued  their  thirteenth  annual  Labora- 
tory Report,  which  contains  much  that  is 
interesting  and  instructive.  It  is  a  record 
of  the  work  done  during  the  past  year  in 
examining  drugs  and  chemicals,  comments 
being  made  in  cases  where  unusual  features 
are  met  with.  Another  part  of  the  report 
contains  notes  on  the  arsenic-tests  which 
it  is  proposed  to  insert  in  a  fatur* 
conclusion  being  that,  as  far  as  the  methods  have  been 
tried,  the  tests  are  well  adapted  for  pharmaceutical  use. 
The  delicacy  of  the  test  suffers  when  compared  with  the 
Marsh  method,  but  is  sufficient  for  the  purpose  in  question, 
while  it  has  decided  advantages  in  point  of  simplicity  and 
ease  Ox  application.  The  table  of  the  ash-yield  of  various 
drugs  has  been  further  extended,  with  the  result  that  the 
disparity  between  the  ash  of  the  whole  drug  and  the 
genuine  powdered  drug  is  as  marked  as  ever,  thus  showing 
the  necessity  of  consulting  laboratory  records  rather  than 
the  theoretical  conclusions  of  arm-chair  workers.  The 
section  of  the  report  which  will  perhaps  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  the  everyday  pharmacist  is  that  referring  to  the 
examination  of  galenical  preparations,  where  such  homely 
subjects  as  Blaud's  pills  and  camphorated  oil  are  dealt 
with.  The  table  of  suggested  standards  is  also  included, 
and  it  would  have  been  better  for  reference  if  it  had  been 
printed  upright  instead  of  sidelong.  Messrs.  Southall 
inform  us  that  a  copy  of  the  report  will  be  sent  post  free 
to  any  chemist  applying.

Martindale  gave  a  lecture  on  the  metric  system,  which  was 
much  appreciated,  and  raised  a  good  discussion.  "  Breaking 
Bulk  "  and  the  new  Clause  7  were  also  on  the  programme. 
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Deaths. 

Evans. — At  his  residence,  Bronwylfa,  near  Ruabon,  on 
January   7,    Mr.    Edward   Evans,    sen.,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  and  Deputy-Lieutenant  for  the  County  of  Denbigh, 
aged  eighty-eight  years.    Mr.  Evans  had  been  the  "  father 
of  the  drug-trade  "  since  the  death  of  Mr.  George  Tonge 
in  1903.    A  false  report  of  Mr.  Evans's  death  was  circu- 
lated in  May  of  last  year,  when  he  had  an  attack  of  pleurisy, 
from  which  "he  rallied  and  became  wonderfully  well,  but 
he  quietly  passed  away  on  Saturday  evening  at  seven 
o'clock.      The   death  of   Mr.    Evans   robs   the  British 
wholesale    drug-trade    of    its    oldest    link    with  the 
pharmacy  of  the  earliest  decades  of  last  century.  It 
may,  indeed,  be  said  that  Mr.  Evans's  associations  with 
pharmacy  cai'ry  us  back  to  the  seventeenth  century,  for 
his  father,  Mr.  John  Evans,  and  his  partner,  Mr.  Joseph 
Sydney  Lescher  came  into  the  drug-trade  as  pupils  of 
seventeenth-century  men,  and 
they    were    trained    in  the 
methods  of   that  time.  To 
trade,  as  Mr.  Edward  Evans 
did,  through  the  greater  part 
of    one    century,    and  see 
another  well  begun  is  a  unique 
event  for  us  to  record,  and  it 
is  especially  noteworthy  that 
the  business  with  which  Mr. 
Evans  was  associated  has  not 
only  kept  pace  with  the  re- 
markable   developments  of 
British  pharmacy,  but  with 
the     export-trade     of  the 
country  as  represented  in  the 
growth  of  the  port  of  Liver- 
pool,   thus    embodying  im- 
perial    and  pharmaceutical 
extension.      Mr.  Evans  was 
born  in  London  in  1816,  and 
at  fourteen  years  of  age  was 
apprenticed  to  his  father,  who 
in    1828    had    entered  into 
partnership  with  Mr.  J.  S. 
Lescher,  after  having  been  a 
partner  in  Stable  &  Evans. 
The  young  firm  of  Evans  & 
Lescher  had  their  first  ware- 
house in  Wood  Street,  but 
soon  after  removed  to  Cripple- 
gate  Buildings.    When  Mr. 
Edward   Evans  was  appren- 
ticed to  his  father  in  1830  he 
found   the  warehouse  hours 
from  5  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  Three 
years  afterwards  he  entered 
the  retail  tra^e  as  an  appren- 
tice to  Mr.  Talbot,  druggist, 
Poplar.    The  apprenticeship 
was  a  short  one — viz.,  a  year 
— but  the  hours  were  long,  as 

now,  the  shop  being  open  from  8  a.m.  to  10  p.m. 
every  day.  It  is  curious  to  note  how  one  branch  of  the 
trade  has  progressed  in  this  regard  since  that  time.  We 
believe  a  ten-hours'  day  is  now  the  maximum  in  the 
wholesale  trade,  proprietors  finding,  as  Mr.  Evans  did 
seventy  years  ago,  that  active  work  during  a  short  day 
is  more  productive  and  profitable  than  the  long  weary 
day  beginning  with  a  few  hours  "when  all  hands  seemed 
to  be  employed  in  rubbing  their  eyes  and  in  preparing  to 
start  work  after  breakfast."  So  Mr.  Evans  once  put  it  when 
in  1899  he  was  re-elected  President  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association,  and  gave  a  presidential  address 
entitled  "  Seventy  Years'  Reminiscences  of  the  Drug- 
trade."  The  conditions  under  which  trade  was  con- 
ducted sixty  years  ago  were  against  much  extension 
of  business  in  the  Northern  counties  of  England 
and  further  north  by  London  houses;  indeed,  it  was 
not  until  about  twenty  years  ago  that  some  London  houses 
attempted  business  north  of  Manchester.  The  circum- 
stance .was  less  due  to  ability  to  cater  for  the  business 


than  to  traditional  notions.  The  young  firm  of  Evans  & 
Lescher  quite  early  in  their  career  determined  to  develop 
a  Welsh  and  Scotch  connection,  and  with  that  idea  Mr. 
John  Evans  in  1833  went  to  Liverpool  to  establish  a> 
branch,  leaving  his  eldest  son,  Thomas  Bickerton  Evans, 
in  association  with  Mr.  Lescher  in  London;  the  next  son, 
John  Hilditch  Evans,  going  with  him  to  assist  in  estab- 
lishing the  Liverpool  branch.  Thither  also,  at  the  end 
of  1833,  the  youngest  son,  Edward,  was  called  from  the 
Poplar  pharmacy,  where  he  found  the  work  as  exacting, 
and  varied,  and  the  hours  as  long  as  those  in  Cripplegate 
Buildings.  In  1835  Mr.  J.  S.  Lescher  voluntarily  retired) 
from  the  partnership  in  the  Liverpool  branch,  and  Mr. 
T.  B.  Evans  was  admitted  into  partnership,  while  in  1840 
his  brothers,  John  and  Edward,  joined  the  firm.  Mr- 
Edward  Evans  used  to  speak  of  the  stress  and  strain  that 
the  business  of  those  days  involved,  not  so  much  in  regard 
to  output  as  in  respect  to  difficulties  of  travelling,  slow- 
ness of  carriage,  and  the  conservatism  which  surrounded 

transactions  with  the  drug- 
trade.  The  business  done  was 
chiefly  in  drugs  and  chemi- 
cals, and  nothing  was  further 
from  the  desire  of  the  whole- 
sale druggists  of  that  day 
than  to  manufacture  galenical 
preparations  for  retail  custo- 
mers. The  training  of  ap- 
prentices in  the  wholesale 
trade  commenced  with  gum 
picking  and  drug-garbling,  so 
as  to  secure  for  those  who 
were  willing  to  pay  for  them 
the  best  selected  drugs.  When 
John  Evans  went  to  Liverpool 
he  had  no  dreams  of  the  ex- 
tension of  the  character  of  the 
business,  or  of  going  further 
than  Wales  and  Scotland  in 
order  to  get  it.  He  died  in 
1865,  and  his  eldest  son,. 
Thomas,  in  the  following 
year.  John  Hilditch  Evans 
was  at  that  time  taking  an 
active  part  in  the  management 
of  the  London  house,  from 
which  he  retired  in  1882.  The 
great  strides  of  the  Liverpool 
house,  now  the  largest  of  the 
kind  in  the  British  Empire, 
took  place  under  Mr.  Edward 
Evans's  personal  incentive, 
his  younger  brother,  Mr.  H. 
Sugden  Evans,  and  his  sons, 
Messrs.  John  J.  and  Edward 
Evans,  being  his  immediate 
helpers.  The  firm  had  in 
1848  commenced  manufactur-

Evans  having  charge  of  the 
drug-mills  and  laboratories 
then  established.  This  departure  was  followed,  in 
1866,  by  an  equally  important  one  when,  in  conjunction 
with  Mr.  Mercer,  they  established  in  Montreal,  under  the 
style  of  "  Evans,  Mercer  &  Co.,"  a  branch  of  the  business 
which  continues  as  "Evans  &  Sons  (Limited)"  to  this 
day.  We  have  not  yet  reached  the  stage  of  evolution  in 
the  British  drug-trade  when  we  can  say  that  oversea 
trade  is  generally  gripped  in  this  fashion,  but  our  exports 
of  chemicals  and  medicines  have  now  reached  so  great  a 
figure  that  industrial  transplantation  seems  the  inevitable 
direction.  Mr.  Edward  Evans,  sen.,  ceased  in  the 
'seventies  to  participate  actively  in  the  work  of  his 
house,  but  was  identified  with  its  policy  up  to  the  re- 
amalgamation  of  the  London  and  Liverpool  houses  as 
a  limited  company  in  1902  under  the  title  of  "  Evans 
Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd."  This  business  eminently  illus- 
trates how  the  character  of  the  chemists'  trade  has  been 
influenced  by  public  requirements,  once  restricted  to 
simples  and  galenicals.  These  were  gradually  added  to 
by  sundries,  proprietary  articles,  ready-made  "  speciali- 
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ties,"  and  all  the  modern  things  which  make  up  the  retail 
■chemist's  stock.  Mr.  Evans  was  one  of  those  who,  by 
keen  outlook  and  freedom  from  traditional  notions  which 
hamper  development,  anticipated  change.  Withal  he  was 
.a,  good  pharmacist,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  elected  under  the  Charter  and  the  1852  Act,  was 
•called  upon  to  serve  on  the  Council,  which  he  did  for 
some  years.  He  also,  in  its  early  days,  took  an  active 
interest  in  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association.  He  had 
long  been  a  county  magistrate  of  Denbighshire,  and  in 
1896,  when  he  was  High  Sheriff  of  his  county,  he  was 
■elected  Deputy-Lieutenant.  Besides  the  four  sons  who  were 
associated  with  him  in  the  Liverpool  business — Messrs.  John 
James  Evans,  William  Paterson  Evans,  Edward  Evans,  and 
Alfred  Bickerton  Evans — he  had  another  son,  Mr.  Arthur  E. 
Evans,  of  Vrondeg.  Wrexham.  His  son  Mr.  Edward  Evans 
as  the  leader  of  the  Liberal  party  in  Liverpool  and  Chairman 
of  the  General  Committee  of  the  National  Liberal  Federa- 
tion. Mr.  Alfred  Bickerton  Evans  resides  in  Montreal  and 
manages  the  Canadian  business.  The  funeral  took  place  on 
Tuesday  at  Esclusham  Church,  near  Wrexham.  We  are 
indebted  to  a  contributor  for  the  following  notes  of  Mr. 
Evans's  life  after  his 
practical  retirement 
in  1872  : 

When  Mr.  Evans 
went  to  reside  at 
Bronwylfa,  he  at 
•once  thought  it  his 
•duty  to  take  his  part 
in  the  public  affairs 
of  the  district.  He 
became  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Guar- 
dians and  Highway 
Board,  and  was  im- 
mediately made  a 
magistrate  for  the 
county.  Regular  at- 
tention was  given  to 
his  duties  not  only  at 
the  petty  sessions  at 
Ruabon,  of  which  ho 
was  senior  magis- 
trate, but  also  at 
quarter  sessions  at 
Ruthin.  He  acted  as 
High  Sheriff  of  tho 
county  in  1894-5,  and 
was  made  Deputy- 
Lieutenant  in  the 
same  year.  He  was 
a,  convinced  and  very 
keen  Liberal  in  poli- 
tics, and  a  great  ad- 
mirer of  the  late 
W.  E.  Gladstone.  Ho 
was  President  of  the 
East  Denbighshire 
Liberal  Association 
for  thirty  years,  and 
until  his  death.  Not- 
withstanding h  is 
■strong  views  in  poli- 
tical matters,  Mr. 
Evans  always  re- 
tained the  sincere  re- 
spect and  friendship 
of  his  political  opponents,  and  as  perhaps  showing  how 
this  existed  it  may  be  mentioned  that  when  the  County 
Council  for  Denbighshire  was  called  into  being,  though 
party  feeling  ran  high,  Mr.  Evans  was  unanimously  elected 
Alderman,  receiving  the  entire  vote  of  all  members  of  the 
County  Council,  all  the  other  Aldermen  being  elected  by  a 
strict  party  vote.  Mr.  Evans  took  a  great  interest  in  the 
training-ship  Clio,  stationed  in  the  Menai  Straits,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  poor  and  suffering 
he  always  cared  for,  and  there  were  few  deserving  cases  but 
met  with  his  practical  sympathy.  In  the  affairs  of  the  Wrex- 
ham Infirmary  he  took  a  keen  interest,  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  not  only  was  he  a  regular  subscriber,  but  he  contributed 
a  year  or  two  ago  500?.  to  the  funds  and  a  few  days  before  his 
death  arranged  to  subscribe  a  like  amount  for  investment 
towards  tho  income.  Though  in  the  parish  of  Esclusham  he 
attended  the  parish  church  of  Rhos,  and  was  generous  to 
schemes  connected  therewith.  Nonconformists  had  no 
stronger  sympathiser  in  their  efforts  for  the  religious  life  and 
better  condition  of  the  people,  and  almost  the  last  act  of  his

life  was  to  give  directions  that  10?.,  which  he  had  been  in  the 
habit  of  sending  to  General  Booth,  of  the  Salvation  Army, 
should  again  be  sent. 

Maw. — At  his  residence,  Holmesdale,  Nuffield,  on 
January  5,  Mr.  Charles  Maw,  senior  partner  of  Messrs.  S. 
Maw,  Son  and  Sons,  druggists'  sundriesmen,  etc.,  of  7  to  12 
Aldersgate  Street,  E.C.,  aged  sixty-nine.  Seventy  years  ago 
the  principal  thoroughfares  in  the  heart  of  London,  which 
now  are  wholly  given  up  to  commerce,  were  still  residential 
for  principals  of  great  businesses,  with  whom  lived  their 
staffs.  Thus  it  happened  that  Mr.  Solomon  Maw,  the  son  of 
Mr.  George  Maw,  who  in  1807  founded  the  world-known 
druggists'  sundries  and  surgical-instrument  business,  lived 
over  the  premises  at  11  Aldersgate  Street.  He  had  married  a 
daughter  of  Mr.  John  Johnson,  assayer  to  the  Mint  and  the 
Bank  of  England  (whose  name  is  perpetuated  in  two  well- 
known  metallurgical  and  chemical  businesses),  and  to  the 
young  couple  was  born  in  June,  1835,  a  son,  whom  they 
named  Charles,  and  who  was  destined  to  carry  the  business 
to  an  extent  far  beyond  the  ideas  of  its  founders.  At  that 
time  Mr.  Solomon  Maw  was  the  junior  partner  of  the  firm, 
with  his  elder  brother,  Mr.  John  Hornby  Maw,  who,  how- 
ever, retired  that 
year  and  resided  afc 
Hastings,  where  he 
was  Mayor  for  six 
times,  and  after- 
wards acquired  an 
encaustic-tiles  busi- 
ness at  Worcester, 
which  is  now  carried 
on  by  by  his  grand- 
sons. Mr.  Solomon 
Maw,  as  sole  pro- 
prietor of  the  busi- 
ness, continued  it 
with  characteristic 
regard  for  a  name 
which  even  then 
stood  for  high 
quality.  His  son 
Charles  received  a 
sound  education  at 
a  private  school  in 
Dulwich,  of  which 
Mr.  Nugen  t  was 
headmaster,  and  en- 
tered the  business  in 
his  nineteenth  year. 
He  soon  gave  evi- 
dence of  energetic 
spirit,  and  his  quali- 
ties were  tested  well 
on  the  evening  of 
December  16,  1856, 
when  his  father  was 
away  in  the  North 
and  the  premises 
took  fire.  Mr. 
Charles  Maw  was 
sleeping  on  the 
premises  as  the  man 
in  charge,  and  he 
had  a  narrow  es- 
cape. He  reached  the  street  to  find  that  there  was  no 
hope  for  the  premises,  but  by  ten  o'clock  next  morning 
he  had  secured  a  temporary  warehouse  in  Little  Britain, 
and  by  January  1,  1857,  the  whole  business  was  in  full 
working  order  there,  although  lathes,  tools,  etc.,  had 
all  been  destroyed  in  the  fire  and  had  to  be  re- 
placed. The  premises  were  rebuilt  under  Mr.  Charles 
Maw's  supervision,  Mr.  H.  B.  Garling  being  the  architect- 
Twenty  years  later  the  frontage  to  Aldersgate  Street  was 
acquired,  and  the  present  handsome  front  extension  from 
the  designs  of  the  same  architect  was  built  and  opened  in 
1879.  Mr.  Charles  Maw  became  a  partner  with  his  father 
in  I860,  and  the  firm  name  became  S.  Maw  &  Son ;  in  the 
same  year  Mr.  Maw  took  to  himself  a  wife  in  the  eldest 
daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  W.  H.  Trentham,  Headmaster 
of  the  Retford  Grammar  School.  This  union  was  rare  in 
its  unclouded  happiness,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Maw  being  blessed 
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with  many  children,  including  seven  sons.  Mr.  Solomon 
Maw  died  in  February,  1861.  At  that  time  Mr.  Charles 
Maw  had  associated  with  him  a  younger  brother,  Mowbray 
Percival  John  Maw,  who  would  have  become  a  partner, 
but  he  died  in  1869  before  he  actually  entered  the  firm.  By 
a  strange  coincidence  exactly  a  year  after  his  brother's  death. 
Mr.  Charles  Maw's  third  son  was  born,  and  he  was 
christened  Mowbray  Trentham  Maw.  The  business  by  this 
time  had  grown  to  greater  proportions  than  its  founders  ever 
anticipated,  on  the  surgical  side  especially,  and  the  feeding- 
bottle  business,  which  practically  originated  with  the  house, 
had  become  a  great  industry.  By  1870  the  cares  of  the 
business  were  more  than  enough  for  one  man,  and  Mr.  Maw 
assumed  as  a  partner  Mr.  John  Thompson,  who  had  been 
with  the  firm  since  1851  as  a  traveller  from  that  time  until 
1861,  when  he  came  to  Aldersgate  Street  as  manager.  The 
financial  part  of  the  business,  with  the  general  supervision 
and  management,  were  Mr.  Maw's  special  care,  while  Mr. 
Thompson,  looked  after  the  details  of  the  sundries  depart- 
ment. The  business  continued  to  progress  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  "  Maws  "  were  not  alone  in  this  field  of  supplies ; 
the  house  was  progressive,  and  home  trade  was  by  the  'seven- 
ties supplemented  by  a  large  colonial  and  foreign  connection. 
It  is  obvious  that  to  write  of  Mr.  Maw  is  in  a  great  measure 
to  relate  the  history  of  his  business,  and  that  was  so  well 
done  in  a  Supplement  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
July  27,  1901,  that  it  needs  no  repetition  here.  Mr.  Maw 
had  for  fourteen  years  been  laid  aside  by  serious  illness, 
which  prevented  more  than  an  occasional  visit  to  the  City, 
but  the  staff  at  Aldersgate  Street  were  accustomed  to  visit 
him  annually  at  his  beautiful  home  at  Nuffield,  Surrey, 
and  there,  on  August  10,  1895,  a  cricket-match  between 
eleven  Maws  and  eleven  of  Maw's  staff  was  played ;  Mr. 
Maw  himself  was  in  the  team,  with  his  seven  sons  and 
three  cousins  {i.e.  ten  great  grandsons  of  George  Maw). 
But  it  was  not  necessary  for  him  to  exert  himself,  as  the 
younger  Maws  hit  up  164  for  two  wickets,  and  the  Aiders- 
gate  C.C.  only  scored  sixty-nine  for  two  innings.  Mr.  P. 
Trentham  Maw,  who  made  top  score  (sixty-nine),  was  after- 
wards Captain  of  the  Harrow  Eleven.  Kindly  interest  in  his 
staff  was  one  of  Mr.  Maw's  strong  points,  and  within  a 
week  of  his  death  he  sent  to  each  of  the  370  City  employes 
the  following  card  : 

To  all  my  Friends  at  7-12  Aldersgate  Street. 

This  day,  December  31st,  1904,  completes  my  fifty  years' 
business  connection  with  my  firm,  and  I  desire  to  make 
some  suitable  acknowledgment  of  the  event  to  those  in  its 
employ.  Anything  like  an  entertainment  down  here  is 
of  course  out  of  the  question  at  this  time  of  year,  and  I 
am  not  well  enough  to  undertake  the  exertion  and  anxiety 
attendant  on  giving  one  in  town.  I  ha"ve,  therefore,  after 
much  consideration,  decided  on  giving'  an  extra  week's 
pay  throughout  the  house,  which  I  trust  may  be  accepted 
as  proof  that,  although  absent,  I  am  not  unmindful  of 
those  who  so  loyally  assist  me  and  my  sons. 

Yours  faithfully, 

Nuffield,  December  31st,  1904.  Charles  Maw. 

This  may  be  regarded  as  the  last  act  of  his  business  life. 
Latterly  his  physical  strength  had  been  waning  in  a  marked 
manner,  but  mentally  he  was  keen  to  the  last,  and  every 
'  evening  after  dinner  it  was  his  habit  to  talk  with  one  of  his 
sons  about  what  was  going  on  in  the  City.  When  Mr.  John 
Thompson  retired  froiri  the  firm  at  the  end  of  1900,  Mr.  Maw 
'  sent  a  message,  through  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  to  the 
drug-trade,  in  which  he  said  : 

My  own  health  unfortunately  precludes  my  constant 
attendance  at  Aldersgate  Street,  but  my  forty-six  years' 
experience  is  always  available  to  my  sons,  and  cannot,  I 
'    feel,  fail  to  be  of  much  service  to  them. 

This  promise  he  faithfully  kept.  There  are  four  sons  in 
the  business.  The  oldest,  Mr.  Charles  Trentham  Maw,  has 
long  been  identified  with  the  management  ;  Mr.  Mowbray  T. 
Maw  has  controlled  the  counting-house  since  1893 ;  and  Dr. 
Henry  T.  Maw,  who  studied  at  Cambridge  University  and 
St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  gave  up  medical  practice  some 
years  ago  to  take  charge  of  the  surgical-instrument  depart- 
ment. They  are  now  to  be  joined  in  the  partnership  by  the 
youngest  member  of  the  family,  Mr.  Arthur  Trentham 
Maw,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  was  apprenticed  to  the 
late  Mr.  William  Martindale,  and  afterwards  studied  at 
the  School  of  Pharmacy,  taking  the  silver  medal  in  botany 
in  1903.    He  has  been  at  11  Aldersgate  Street  since  then. 


The  firm  name  will  remain  unchanged — viz.,  S.  Maw,  Son 
&  Sons.  Mr.  Charles  Maw,  besides  being  an  annual'  sub- 
scriber, was  a  liberal  donor  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Benevo- 
lent Fund,  having  given  it  six  hundred  guineas  at  various- 
times.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Dorking  on  Tuesday, 
when  the  service  was  read  by  Mr.  Maw's  fifth  son,  the  Rev. 
G.  T.  Maw.    Between  forty  and  fifty  of  the  staff  attended. 

Martin. — At  his  residence,  36  Camden  Square,  N.W.,  on 
January  5,  Mr.  Thomas  Charles  Wilson  Martin  (late  of 
Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons),  aged  seventy-four.  Mr. 
Martin  had  long  been  a  sufferer  from  bronchial  asthma,  but 
until  a  fortnight  before  his  death  he  was  going  about  as 
usual ;  then  he  had  to  take  to  bed,  more  as  a  precaution 
than  through  suffering,  and  he  quietly  passed  away  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  some  hours  before  his  life-long  friend 
and  employer,  Mr.  Charles  Maw.  Tom  Martin,  as  he  was 
familiarly  called,  was 
born  on  August  10, 
1830.  His  father 
was  manager  of 
Maw's  surgical-in- 
strument factory, 
and  on  March  24, 
1844,  Tom  was  ap- 
prenticed to  that 
branch  of  the  busi- 
ness, but  at  the  end 
of  two  years  his 
health  broke  down, 
and  he  was  sent  to 
Hastings  to  recruit. 
After  a  few  months 
he  returned,  and  was 
put  into  the  ware- 
house, later  on  going 
into  the  counting- 
house.  The  disastrous 

fire  of  1856,  to  which  we  refer  in  our  note  on  Mr.  Charles 
Maw,  seems  to  have  been  momentous  in  developing  the 
business.  Up  to  that  time  the  firm  had  little  colonial  and 
foreign  trade  and  little  in  the  town.  Mr.  John  Thompson 
suggested  that  he  should,  pending  the  completion  of  the  new 
warehouses,  take  a  journey  abroad,  and  Mr.  Martin  asked 
Mr.  Solomon  Maw  to  allow  him  to  seek  orders  in  town. 
After  due  consideration  Mr.  Maw  allowed  Mr.  Martin  te 
work  out  his  plans.  He  started  on  foot,  a  magnificent 
specimen  of  young  manhood — tall,  handsome,  well-dressed, 
and  energetic — and  by  the  end  of  twelve  months  had  done 
so  well  that  Mr.  Maw  granted  his  request  for  a  pony  and 
trap.  He  covered  the  whole  of  London  then,  and  until  hie 
retirement  in  1898  there  was  no  better-known  man  on  the 
road.  "Mr.  Martin  might  well  take  for  his  motto  the 
words  Je  reviens,  with  a  sandmartin  for  his  crest,  as  a 
representation  of  the  continuity  and  regularity  of  his  visits 
to  Metropolitan  chemists,"  said  Mr.  E.  N.  Butt,  when,  in 
December,  1894, Mr.  Martin  was  presented,  at  17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  with  an  illuminated  address  and  a  150Z.  purse ;  and 
Mr.  Carteighe  added,  "There  was  no  one  who  had  main- 
tained a  greater  respect  as  a  fine  specimen  of  humanity." 
Mr.  Martin  had  been  practically  from  its  commencement  the 
M.C.  of  the  Chemists'  Ball,  but  the  testimonial  was  given 
on  the  occasion  of  the  completion  of  fifty  years'  service  with 
the  Aldersgate  Street  house — an  event  also  signalised  by 
handsome  gifts  from  his  colleagues.  Mr.  Martin,  on  com- 
pleting his  fifty-fourth  year  with  Messrs.  Maw,  received' 
from  them  a  pension,  being  entertained  to  dinner  along 
with  Mr.  John  Bailey,  another  and  older  member  of  the 
staff.  Since  March  30,  1898,  Mr.  Martin  has  lived  quietly 
in  retirement.  Meanwhile  he  had  a  great  sorrow  in  the 
death  of  his  wife,  but  his  only  child,  Mrs.  Lester, 
looked  after  him  with  loving  care,  and  we  have  before 
us  a  photograph  of  them  both,  taken  at  Llanfairfechan  two 
months  ago,  which  shows  the  veteran  looking  as  cheerily 
as  was  his  wont  in  days  gone  by,  when  his  brougham  was 
familiar  to  most  London  chemists.  The  funeral  took  place 
at  Highgate  New  Cemetery  on  Wednesday,  when  many 
of  Mr.  Martin's  old  friends  were  present  to  pay  the  last 
tribute  of  respect  to  him. 

Abbott. — At  Nottingham,  on  December  4,  1904,  Mr.  John 
Abbott,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  fifty-nine. 
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Barlow. — At  Pockington,  Yorks,  on  December  31,  1904, 
Mr.  George  Edward  Barlow,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged 
sixty. 

Freshney. — At  5  Victoria  Street,  Grimsby,  on  January  4, 
Mr.  John  William  Septimus  Freshney,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, aged  forty-four.  Mr.  Freshney,  who  was  one  of 
Grimsby's  leading  chemists,  died  after  a  short  illness  from 
pneumonia  following  a  chill. 

James. — At  Ynysybwl,  on  January  5,  the  Eev.  John 
James,  formerly  in  business  as  a  chemist  at  Pontypridd. 
Mr.  James  was  a  member  of  the  Mountain  Ash"  School 
Board,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  curate  of  Christ 
Church,  Ynysybwl. 

Joze. — At  the  Medical  Hall,  Dame  Street,  Dublin,  on 
January  9,  Mr.  John  Joze,  B.A.,  M.P.S.I.,  aged  fifty-three. 
For  some  time  past  Mr.  Joze  had  been  in  indifferent  health, 
but  his  death  was  unexpected.  Mr.  Joze  was  one  of  the 
first  to  secure  the  licence  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
being  registered  as  a  Licentiate  in  1876,  and  his  scholastic 
career  was  of  exceptional  brilliancy.  A  kindly  and  con- 
siderate employer,  his  loss  will  be  felt  generally. 

Lee. — At  his  residence,  Medical  Hall,  Bridge  Street, 
Cavan,  on  January  4,  Mr.  Peter  Paul  Lee,  pharmaceutical 
chemist.  The  funeral  took  place  on  January  6,  at  the 
family  burial  ground  at  Lavey,  co.  Cavan. 

Newsholme. — At  Bradford,  on  January  6,  Mr.  William 
Newsholme,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  seventy-four.  Mr. 
Newsholme  was  in  business  for  over  fifty  years  in  North- 
gate,  Bradford,  a  thoroughfare  which  at  the  time  he  com- 
menced business  (1851)  was  one  of  the  best  for  trading- 
purposes.  He  was  born  at  Haworth  (famous  as  the  scene 
of  the  labours  of  the  Bronte  family),  and  his  early  educa- 
tion was  obtained  in  the  adjoining  hamlet  of  Stanbury. 
When  his  father  removed  to  Halifax  he  was  sent  for  a  time 
to  a  school  at  Rochdale.  After  leaving  school  he  was  ap- 
prenticed to  a  Halifax  chemist,  and  subsequently  became  an 
assistant  to  a  chemist  at  Wigan  before  starting  business  in 
Bradford.  Mr.  Newsholme  took  no  active  part  in  public 
affairs.  For  many  years  he  was  connected  with  the  Kirk- 
gate  Methodist  Chapel,  and  for  some  time  was  a  teacher  in 
the  Sunday  School.  Prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  in  1868  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  then 
existing  Bradford  Chemists'  Association.  His  first  wife, 
who  was  the  daughter  of  a  Keighley  chemist,  bore  him 
seven  children,  four  of  whom,  two  sons  and  two  daughters, 
are  still  living,  the  younger  daughter  being  the  wife  of  Mr. 
Butler,  chemist,  of  Shearbridge,  Bradford.  His  second 
wife  survives  him.  The  older  generation  of  tradesmen  in 
Northgate  and  Westgate  were  well  represented  at  the 
funeral,  which  took  place  at  Undercliffe  Cemetery  on 
January  10. 

Silk. — At  Nether  Whiteaere,  near  Coleshill,  Warwick- 
shire, on  December  25,  1904.  Mr.  Thomas  Silk,  chemist  and 
druggist,  aged  forty-five.  Mr.  Silk,  who  died  after  a  brief 
illness,  succeeded  to  the  business  of  the  late  Mr.  Speechley 
three  years  ago.  He  was  actively  connected  with  St. 
Mark's  Church. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday,  January  4,  at  3  p.m.  The  President 
(Mr.  W.  F.  Wells)  was  in  the  chair,  and  the  other 
members  present  were  the  Vice-President  (Dr.  Walsh)  and 
Messrs.  Johnston  Montgomery  (Belfast),  I.  E.  Connor 
(Newry),  Vincent  Johnston,  Watson,  Beggs,  and  Smith 
(Hon.  Treasurer). 

Satisfactory. 

A  letter  from  the  Under-Secretary  for  Ireland,  Dublin 
Castle,  stated  that  in  the  case  of  James  McDonough,  of 
Carndonagh,  co.  Donegal,  who  was  fined  51.  for  an  illegal 
sale  of  carbolic  acid,  the  Lord-Lieutenant,  after  a  full 
consideration  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  had  decided  that  the 
law  should  take  its  course.    This  having  been  read, 

The  President  said  it  was  rather  satisfactory  that  the 
Lord-Lieutenant  had  given  effect  to  the  views  of  the 
Council. 


Rights  of  Pharmaceutical  Licentiates. 
The  following  circular  letter  was,  on  the  date  given, 
sent  to  several  of  the  Dublin  hospitals  from  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall  : 

40  Mary  Street,  Dublin, 

September  13,  1904. 
Sir, — I  am  directed  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  the  Dublin  Post  Office  and  Unions  Directories  for  1904 
the  dispenser  in  your  hospital  is  incorrectly  described  as  an 
"  apothecary,"  he  not  being  registered  as  such.  As  that  is 
illegal  under  the  Medical  Act,  1858,  Clause  40,  I  am  sure 
that  I  have  only  to  bring  the  matter  under  the  notice  of 
your  Board  to  have  it  put  right  in  the  Directories  for  1905, 
the  forms  for  which  are  now  being  sent  out  by  the  postal 
authorities.  I  am,  etc.,

The  attention  of  the  Council  of  the  Society  having  been 
drawn  to  that  letter  the  Registrar  wrote  to  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall  on  December  8  expressing  their  regret  that 
such  an  injudicious  letter  should  have  been  sent  out,  it 
being  calculated  to  do  the  licentiates  of  the  Society  serious 
injury  by  making  it  appear  that  they  are  not  qualified  to 
hold  the  posts  in  question.  The  title  "apothecary,"  it 
was  pointed  out,  is  not  protected  by  the  Apothecaries  Act, 
although  it  is  by  the  Medical  Act;  but  a  section  of  the 
Irish  Pharmacy  Act,  1875,  makes  it  legal  for  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  to  hold  the  position  of  apothecary  in 
certain  institutions.  As  long  as  their  licentiates  confined 
themselves  to  dispensing,  the  Council  did  not  understand 
why  the  Board  should  go  out  of  their  way  to  injure  them. 
It  is  usual  for  the  licentiates  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  to 
style  themselves  "  doctor,"  though  they  have  no  legal 
right  to  do  so. 

A  letter  in  reply  to  the  above  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall,  dated  December  17,  was  now  read, 
stating  that  he  had  been  directed  by  the  Governors  and 
Court  to  say  that  the  letter  complained  of  had  been  written 
in  the  interests  of  their  licentiates  and  that  they  saw  no 
reason  to  recall  it;  and  a  copy  of  Section  40  of  the  Medical 
Act  was  enclosed,  viz.  : 

Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  and  falsely  pretend  to  be, 
or  take  or  use  the  name  or  title  of  physician,  doctor  of  medi- 
cine, licentiate  in  medicine  or  surgery,  bachelor  of  medi- 
cine, surgeon,  general  practitioner,  or  apothecary,  or  any 
name,  title,  addition,  or  description  implying  that  he  is 
registered  under  this  Act  or  that  he  is  recognised  by  law 
as  a  physician,  etc.,  or  apothecary,  shall  be  Habile  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  201. 

The  President  said  the  circular  letter  was  greatly  cal- 
culated to  injure  pharmaceutical  licentiates.  He  feared 
the  object  of  it  was  to  prevent  them  from  getting  appoint- 
ments such  as  those  in  question.  He  could  not  see  for 
what  other  purpose  the  letter  had  been  sent  out.  The 
reply  now  received  did  not  say  that  the  letter  was  sent  out 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall 
at  all ;  but  it  appeared  that  after  it  went  out  they  gave 
it  their  sanction.  It  was  stated  that  the  letter  had  been 
sent  out  at  the  instigation  of  the  licentiates  of  the  Hall. 
The  result  would  be  that  some  of  the  hospitals  would  get 
anxious  about  the  matter  and  think — as  they  well  might 
— that  pharmaceutical  licentiates  had  no  right  to  hold 
these  appointments  at  all.  The  language  of  the  letter 
seemed  to  imply  that.  He  was  satisfied  that  none  of  the 
licentiates  of  the  Society  had  up  to  the  present  styled 
themselves  "apothecaries"  in  their  own  business  or 
attempted  to  take  any  benefit  that  belonged  to  a  licentiate 
of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall ;  and  therefore  it  was  quite 
unnecessary  for  the  Hall  to  have  attacked  them  in  this 
way.  But  he  was  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  Hall  knew 
very  well  that  the  Society's  licentiates  are  within  their 
rights.  The  Apothecaries  Act  protects  apothecaries  against 
any  unqualified  person  acting  as  a  licentiate  apothecary; 
but  it .  does  not  protect  the  title  of  apothecary  at  all. 
The  word  "apothecary"  is  of  merely  dictionary  import. 
Section  40  of  the  Medical  Act  was  slipped  into  it  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  pharmacists  ;  but  the  Society's  Act 
of  1875  is  of  subsequent  date,  and  he  submitted  that  this 
Section  is  overridden  by  Section  34  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
which  provides  that  any  person  registered  as  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  shall  be  qualified  to  hold  the  office  of 
apothecary  in  any  district  lunatic  asylum,  county  gaol,  or 
prison,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  prescribe.    The  report 
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of  the  hospital  with  which  he  was  connected  had  under 
the  heading  "Apothecary"  the  name  "  W.  F.  Wells,  phar- 
maceutical chemist."  It  was  a  great  pity  that  a  thing  of 
this  kind  should  have  occurred.  There  were  several 
members  of  the  governing  body  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall 
whom  he  had  known  for  years  and  regarded  as  friends, 
and  he  was  perfectly  certain  that  they  knew  nothing  about 
this  letter  before  it  was  sent  out.  He  thought  the  object  of 
it  was  to  make  out  that  the  Society's  licentiates  had  no  right 
to  hold  these  appointments ;  and  that  the  Council  should 
put  its  foot  down  on.  There  is  hardly  a  man  in  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  who  does  not  call  himself  "  doctor,"  or, 
if  he  calls  to  see  anyone  does  not  send  word  that  the 
''doctor  was  waiting,"  although  he  has  no  right  to  the 
title  unless  he  has  the  degree  from  a  university.  Some 
of  the  Society's  licentiates  had  sent  the  Council  the  letter 
asking  them  whether  they  could  not  do  something  in  the 
matter. 

The  Vice-President  :  We  have  already  written  to  the 
hospitals. 

The  President  :  We  have,  pointing  out  not  only  that 
our  licentiates  are  entitled  to  hold  these  positions,  but  that 
they  are  the  people  who  ought  to  be  appointed  to  them, 
because  we  have  a  guarantee  that  they  are  all  trained  dis- 
pensers, whereas  in  the  case  of  apothecaries  we  have  no  such 
guarantee. 

The  Registrar  was  directed  to  write  a  letter  to  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  expressing  the  regret  of  the  Council 
that  they  could  not  see  their  way  to  withdrawing  the 
letter. 

Correspondence. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Municipal 
Technical  Science  and  Art  Schools  of  Limerick  again 
asking  the  Council  to  recognise  the  chemistry  classes  held 
there.  The  Registrar  was  directed  to  reply  that  it  could 
not  be  done  at  present. 

Mr.  Samuel  Gibson,  of  Belfast,  complained  that  he 
should  not  be  addressed  "Associate  Druggist,"  and  he  is 
to  get  his  correct  title,  "chemist  and  druggist,"  in  future, 
with  an  assuring  letter. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  President  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  about  the  appointment  of  the  Committee 
of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  confirmatory  of  this  Council's 
resolution.  Also  among  the  correspondence  was  a  letter 
from  Messrs.  Fenton  &  Lyons,  solicitors,  who  had  charge 
of  the  Coolaney  prosecutions  (co.  Sligo)  on  behalf  of  the 
Council.  It  will  be  recollected  that  at  the  second  hearing 
of  the  summons  the  Magistrates  refused  to  accept  the 
Society's  Calendar,  containing  the  names  of  all  the  phar- 
maceutical chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists,  as  evidence 
of  persons  entitled  to  sell  poisons.  The  Council  obtained 
a  mandamus  from  the  High  Court  overruling  that  decision 
and  directing  the  Magistrates  to  hear  the  case.  The  letter 
stated  that  when  the  case  recently  came  on  again  the 
solicitors  for  the  Council  applied  for  an  adjournment  of 
the  hearing  on  the  ground  that  Professor  Tichborne  was 
prevented  by  illness  from  attending.  The  Resident  Magis- 
trate was  in  favour  of  granting  the  application ;  but  a 
majority  of  the  other  Magistrates  overruled  his  opinion 
and  dismissed  the  summons.  No  further  action  can  now 
be  taken,  as  the  offences  were  committed  over  a*  month  ago, 
and  a  fresh  summons  cannot  be  issued.

Zhe  Metroscope. 


The  Art  of  Pharmacy  Exemplified. 

"  As  heretofore  the  formulas  for  the  preparations  are  ex- 
pressed as  far  as  possible  in  parts ;  solids  by  weight  .  .  . 
which  may  be  translated  into  stones  and  lbs.  or  any  other 
appropriate  scale." — Squire's  "Companion"  (revised).

The  Weightman-Rosengarten  Combine. — An  interest- 
ing account  of  the  negotiations  resulting  in  the  amalgama- 
tion of  Powers  &  Weightman  and  Rosengarten  &  Sons  (see 
C.  oC-  D.,  December  31,  1904,  p.  1046)  appeared  in  the 
"Philadelphia  Evening  Bulletin"  of  December  23,  1904. 
It  is  there  stated  that,  without  consulting  any  of  the 
employes  who  had  been  with  her  father  for  years,  Mrs. 
Anne  M.  Weightman  Walker  personally  conducted  the 
negotiations  for  the  consolidation  of  interests,  which  took 
effect  on  January  1,  1905.  Mrs.  Walker  found  the  busi- 
ness cares  too  heavy,  but  it  was  a  surprise  to  the  staff 
to  read  that  the  firm  was  to  be  merged  into  one  that  had 
been  its  principal  rival  for  nearly  a  century.  Many  of 
Mrs.  Walker's  millions  will  remain  in  the  new  concern, 
but  Mrs.  Walker  will  take  no  active  part  in  the  conduct 
of  business.  The  Rosengartens  and  Weightmans  each 
guarded  jealously  their  secret  of  making  quinine  and 
morphine,  and  each  had  different  methods.  Thus  & 
peculiar  situation  developed  when  Mrs.  Walker  made  over- 
tures to  her  rivals.  Before  adopting  the  terms  proposed 
the  Rosengartens  decided  to  investigate  the  plants  of 
Powers  &  Weightman.  That,  of  course,  would  have  been 
a  disclosure  of  manufacturing  secrets  and  injurious  to 
Powers  &  Weightman  if  the  deal  did  not  take  place. 
Finally  the  Rosengartens  yielded  and  the  entire  deal  was 
consummated  virtually  without  any  inspection  of  either  of 
the  plants,  and  entirely  upon  representations  made  by 
Mrs.  Walker  and  H.  B.  Rosengarten.  It  is  predicted  that 
the  consolidation  will  have  a  sweeping  effect  upon  the 
manufacture  and  price  of  chemicals.  The  exact  number  of 
millions  passed  on  the  deal  is  not  known.

The  Death  of  Mr.  Charles  Maw 

removes  from  among  us 
one  who,  if  not  of  us,  was  always  for  us.  I  have  known 
no  one  among  the  wholesale  providers  of  pharmacists  so 
keenly  sympathetic  with  struggling  chemists  as  the  late  head 
of  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons.  Mr.  Charles  Maw  was  born  at 
11  Aldersgate  Street.  I  have  heard  chemists  refer  to  his 
father  as  "old  Solomon  Maw,"  and  I  believe  they  re- 
garded him  as  a  patriarch.  Why,  he  was  only  fifty-six 
when  he  died,  and  would  have  been  only  in  his  hundredth 
year  if  he  had  lived  till  now.  When  he  did  die  his  son 
was  but  twenty-five,  and  he  had  to  take  the  control  of  a 
rapidly  growing  and  most  intricate  business.  About  the 
same  time,  too,  new  firms  competing  for  the  same  class  of 
trade  began  to  appear.  The  young  captain  was  not  a 
bustling  man ;  but  he  possessed  sound  judgment  and  quick 
insight.  By  judicious  enterprise,  wise  choice  of  lieu- 
tenants, and,  above  all,  through  his  inflexible  integrity, 
the  business  grew  more  rapidly  than  ever.  In  ten  or 
twelve  years  its  extent  had  been  quadrupled,  and  I  believe 
it  has  gone  on  growing  ever  since.  In  the  prime  of  his 
vigour  Mr.  Maw  was  struck  by  paralysis,  and  though  he 
recovered  to  a  great  extent  his  days  of  activity  were 
ended.  For  this  reason,  therefore,  he  has  not  been 
personally  known  to  the  new  generation  of  his  customers. 
Those  who  had  become  acquainted  with  him  will  eagerly 
testify  to  the  charm  of  his  manner,  to  his  abounding 
generosity,  and  to  the  single-minded  earnestness  with 
which  he  always  strove  to  maintain  the  character  for 
commercial  trustworthiness  which  had  been  bequeathed 
to  him  by  his  father  and  grandfather. 
The  New  Zealand  Experiment 

with  proprietary  medicines 
is  of  singular  interest.  I  am  not  sure  whether  to  sym- 
pathise with  the  Hon.  J.  G.  Ward's  heroic  Ordinance  or 
not.  It  is  not  necessary  to  regard  it  in  any  other  than  a 
business  light.  The  moral  aspect  which  we  sometimes 
hear  about  is  mostly  moonshine.  But  there  is  business  in 
it.  Assuredly  the  suppression  of  a  host  of  competitors  in 
the  counter-physic  line  offers  a  rare  chance  to  New  Zealand 
chemists,  whose  welfare  even  amid  our  insular  miseries  we 
cannot  help  desiring.  On  the  other  hand  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  proprietors  whose  products  are  struck 
at  treat  us  fairly  well,  and  we  do  not  wish  them  to  be 
sacrificed  to  a  silly  superstition.  A  few  of  them  might 
be  swept  out  of  the  British  Empire  without  wringing 
from  us  the  semblance  of  a  sigh.  But  the  decree  can 
hardly  stand  long.  A  grown-up  New  Zealander  is  quite 
capable  of  judging  whether  a  medicine  which  he  or  his 
relatives  have  been  taking  perhaps  for  generations  is  good 
or  bad  for  him,  and  he  will  not  thank  Czar  Ward  for  his 
paternal  protection.  If  he  or  some  friend  has  found 
benefit  from  the  Zambuk  Ointment  or  from  the  Kickapu 
Indian  Oil,  that  is  good  enough  for  him.  The  names  of 
'its  ingredients  on  the  label  would  make  it  no  better.  In 
many  cases,  indeed,  the  secrecy  is  the  medicine's  most 
curative  feature.  ' '  Minus  credunt  quae  ad  suam  salutem 
pertinent,  si  intelligunt,"  was  a  maxim  of  Pliny's,  and  it 
has  been  a  working  theory  with  medical  men  in  all  ages. 
Pliny's  was  a  reasonable  application  of  the  faith  cure. 
According  to  him  the  faith  depended  on  the  mystery,  and 
now  the  Hon.  J.  G.  Ward  proposes  to  smash  the  mysteiy. 
The  people  will  rage  when  they  can  no  longer  get  their 
favourite  old  pills,  and  will  want  them  more  desperately 


because  of  the  refusal.  The  conscientious  Press  of  New 
Zealand  will  not  be  influenced  by  the  loss  of  advertise- 
ments ;  not  at  all.  But  they  will  see  the  justice  of  the 
people's  complaint,  and  will  give  it  voice.  And  the  Hon. 
J.  G.  Ward's  decree  will  crumble. 

A  History  of  the  Apothecaries'  Company 

is  promised  for 

early  publication.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  tell  us  what 
the  apothecaries  did  for  the  progress  of  the  art  of  pharmacy 
during  the  two  centuries  of  their  stewardship.  From  the 
beginning  of  the  seventeenth  until  the  beginning  of  the 
nineteenth  centuries  the  apothecaries  were  alone  responsible 
for  the  preparation  of  medicines  in  this  country,  and  I  can- 
not recall  the  name  of  one  of  their  number  to  whom  medi- 
cine can  be  said  to  be  indebted  for  an  improvement.  So  far 
as  available  information  helps  us  the  record  is  one  of  almost 
uninterrupted  squabbling,  much  of  it  of  a  sordid  character. 
At  first  the  apothecaries  were  entangled  with  their  old 
rulers  the  grocers,  and  towards  the  end  of  their  pharmaceu- 
tical career  they  were  uncomfortably  pressed  by  their 
chemist  and  druggist  competitors.  The  interval  between 
these  contests  was  filled  up  by  perpetual  wrangles  with  their 
nominal  superiors,  the  physicians.  Nor  were  their  relations 
with  the  public  much  more  harmonious.  Extortionate  bills 
have  come  down  to  us  which  would  compel  rather  than 
justify  irritation.  Literary  allusions  to  the  apothecaries 
are  invariably  of  a  depreciatory  tone.  Garth,  the  author  of 
"  The  Dispensary,"  was  an  avowed  enemy.  His  poetry  was 
poor  stuff,  but  his  delineation  of  his  foes  was  sharply  enough 
drawn.  He  figures  them  as  complaining  of  the  dispensaries 
which  the  doctors  had  set  up  for  the  supply  of  medicines  at 
reasonable  prices,  compelling  them  to 

.  .  .  shape  our  conduct  by  these  rules, 
To  cheat  as  tradesmen,  or  to  starve  as  fools. 

Pope  was  an  unbiassed  witness.    He  pictures  the 

...  modern  'pothecaries,  taught  the  art 
By  doctors'  bills  to  play  the  doctor's  part, 
Bold  in  the  practice  of  mistaken  rules, 
Prescribe,  apply,  and  call  their  masters  fools. 

Garrick  lampooned  an  individual  apothecary  who  had  ven- 
tured on  a  little  play- writing  in  the  lines 

For  physic  and  farces,  His  equal  there  scarce  is, 
His  farces  are  physic,  His  physic  a  farce  is. 

The  victim  was  Sir  John  Hill,  who  had  a  shop  in  St. 
Martin's  Lane.  It  was  safe  to  scoff  at  him,  for  he  belonged 
to  the  unpopular  party. 

The  Early  Records 

of  the  drug-trade  are  hopelessly  mixed 
up  with  those  of  other  mysteries.  At  the  time  of  the 
Conquest  drugs  and  spices  were  among  the  small  wares 
which  formed  the  stock-in-trade  of  the  mercers,  who  were 
the  general  shopkeepers  of  that  period.  They  derived  their 
designation  from  merx,  merchandise.  They  attended  fairs 
and  markets,  and  there  are  records  which  show  that  under 
the  Plantagenets  a  part  of  the  south  side  of  "  Chepe  "  was 
devoted  to  their  booths,  and  was  known  as  the  Mercery. 
This  bit  extended  from  where  is  now  Bow  Church  to 
Friday  Street.  Behind  those  booths,  where  Cannon  Street 
has  since  intruded,  the  meadows  of  Crownsild  sloped  down 
to  the  silvery  Thames.  The  Mercers  did  not  have  the  drug- 
trade  unchallenged.  The  Pepperers  joined  it  to  their 
spiceries  and  gradually  monopolised  it.  Probably  the 
Mercers  did  not  care  for  it,  for  they  were  rapidly  develop- 
ing into  merchant  adventurers,  and  later  on  they  abandoned 
the  rest  of  their  small-ware  trade  to  .  the,  haberdashers. 
Meanwhile  the  Pepperers  had  acquired  the  nobler  title  of 
Grocers,  or  dealers  in  gross.  They  got  charge  of- the.  King's 
beam,  and  weighed  all  imported  merchandise,  with 
authority  to  charge  Id.  per  xx  lbs.  for  most  £jung4§  In  the 
decree  (1453)  are  enumerated  "pepper,  saffron,  clowes,  mac 
(mace),  gynger,  tyn,  led,  druggs,  cotton,  ryse,  soope,  wex,

How  We  Stand. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  December,  which  were 
issued  last  Saturday,  complete  the  figures  for  the  year, 
md  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  they  establish  fresh 
records  in  the  foreign  trade  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
so  far  as  values  go.     Imports  and   exports  together 
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amounted,  in  1904,  to  over  852  millions  sterling,  of  which 
551  millions  were  imports  and  301  millions  exports.  Com- 
pared with  1903,  imports  increased  by  eight  and  three- 
quarter  millions,  and  exports  of  British  and  Irish  produce 
by  ten  millions.  Some  observers  of  trade  statistics  seem 
prone  to  overlook  the  remarkable  difference  between  the 
character  of  our  imports  and  exports.  Less  than  a  fourth 
of  what  we  import  is  manufactured  goods,  the  rest  being 
food  and  raw  materials,  while  four-fifths  of  what  we  ex- 
port is  manufactures.    The  figures  are  as  follows  :

On  the  seventy  millions  of  colonial  and  foreign  produce 
re-exported  we  of  course  take  a  profit,  and  twenty  millions 
only  of  it  is  manufactures.  Broadly  speaking,  the  world 
feeds  our  workers  while  they  are  using  their  technical 
skill  to  supply  the  world  with  clothing  and  other  domestic 
articles.  The  value  of  yarns  and  textile  fabrics  alone 
exported  last  year  was  124  million  pounds,  or  nearly  ten 
millions  more  than  the  total  value  of  colonial  and  foreign 
manufactured  goods  of  all  kinds  retained  for  home  use  ! 

Examining  the  outstanding  features  of  our  imports  under 
the  heading  of  "Food,  drink,  and  tobacco,"  we  find  a 
slight  decrease  of  practically  500,000/.,  owing  to  receipts 
of  less  meat.  Dutiable  foods  (principally  sugar)  increased 
by  two  millions  sterling  and  tobacco  by  332,000/.  The 
sugar  figures  give  some  idea  as  to  the  rise  in  the  British 
sugar-bill,  as  last  year  we  imported,  roughly,  32,294,000 
cwt.,  for  which  we  paid  18,253,000/.,  compared  with 
15,461,000/.  for  31,237,000  cwt.  in  1903.  Imports  of  raw 
materials  had  a  satisfactory  rise  of  eight  millions,  raw 
cotton  alone  being  almost  ten  millions  more,  and  in  manu- 
factures the  increase  was  586,000/.  On  the  export  side 
nine  millions  out  of  the  ten  millions  increase  was  in  manu- 
factured articles,  the  cotton  industry  alone  showing  the 
splendid  record  of  eighty-four  millions,  and  woollen 
manufactures  another  two  millions.  There  was  a  rise  of 
one  million  sterling  in  machinery,  and  the  chief  items  which 
fell  off  include  iron  and  steel  manufactures  two  millions, 
and  apparel  one  million  less.  The  war  in  the  Far  East 
is  no  doubt  responsible  for  the  increase  in  the  coal  exports, 
the  shipments  having  advanced  by  1,627,000  tons;  but 
prices  have  been  lower,  so  that  the  total  value  is  reduced 
by  400,000/. 

Glancing  at  articles  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  drug- 
trade,  we  notice  that  our  imports  of  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes, 
and  colours  increased  by  practically  half  a  million  sterling, 
the  figures  for  the  past  three  years  being  :

This  increasing  tendency  has  been  noticeable  for  several 
years  past.  Analysing  these  imports  we  find  largely 
•increased  importations  of  borax,  saltpetre,  quinine, 
•tanning-bark,  and  coal-tar  dyes.  Bleaching-materials 
and  soda  compounds  were  stationary;  sulphur  and 
carbide  of  calcium  showed  a  slight  falling  off.  The  com- 
plete figures  in  regard  to  the  imports  of  cream  of  tartar, 
glycerin,  sal  ammoniac,  and  tartaric  and  sulphuric  acids  are 
now  shown  for  the  first  time.  We  got  from  abroad  in  1904 
60,869  cwt.  of  cream  of  tartar,  valued  at  227,800/.,  and  of 
tartaric  acid  31,927  cwt.,  valued  at  165,956/.  Glycerin  to 
the  extent  of  65,626  cwt.  was  imported,  or  5,000  cwt.  less 


than  in  1903.  and  values  were  correspondingly  lower.  Sal 
ammoniac  and  sulphuric  acid  show  the  exceedingly  small 
amounts  of  9.204/.  and  6,807/.  respectively.  Imports  of 
unenumerated  chemicals,  including  carbide  of  calcium, 
amounted  to  1,652.634/..  against  1,805,566/.  Rather  over 
one  million  ounces  of  quinine  and  quinine  salts  was  im- 
ported, at  a  value  of  54,425/.,  or,  say,  1?.  per  oz.  This 
compares  with  822.570  oz.,  valued  at  40.979/.,  in  1903,  or 
llfrf.  per  oz.  The  re-exports  amounted  to  136,315  oz. , 
value  6,824/.,  or  a  fraction  over  Is.  per  oz.  Cinchona  is 
a  gradually  dwindling  article  with  us,  imports  falling  to 
28,622  cwt.,  of  which  17.551  cwt.  was  re-exported.  The 
statistics  show  a  larger  consumption  of  tanning-bark, 
cutch,  myrabolans,  and  valonia,  while  among  coal-tar 
dyes  the  imports  of  aniline  and  synthetic  indigo  have  slightly 
increased.  Our  imports  of  quicksilver  amounted  to 
2,491,442  lbs.,  or  125,056  lbs.  less  than  in  1903.  These  im- 
ports are  about  normal  compared  with  the  previous  few 
years.  Exports  of  the  metal,  however,  were  larger  than  the 
previous  four  years,  and  as  the  home  demand  is  about  an 
average,  the  stocks  are  decreasing. 

The  export  chemical-trade  of  the  country  well  maintained 
its  position  during  1904,  the  exports  under  this  head 
amounting  to  13,651,973/.,  being  an  increase  of  107,421/.  m 
value  over  1903 ;  but  the  bulk  was  less,  and  the  rise  in  values 
was  chiefly  due  to  the  position  of  bleaching-powder  in  the 
first  half  of  the  year.  Looking  closer  into  the  figures,  it  is 
noticeable  that  our  exports  of  bleaching-materials  to  the 
United  States  show  a  substantial  decline,  and  although  that 
country  is  still  our  principal  customer,  the  tendency  there 
is  to  become  independent  of  outside  sources  for  bleach  and 
soda  compounds.  The  coal-tar  products  exported  were 
slightly  less  in  value,  but  135,408  cwt.  of  carbolic  acid  was 
exported  (value  146.626/.).  Carbolic  acid  enjoyed  a  large 
sale  last  year  as  a  result  of  the  Russo-Japanese  war.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  British  makers  of  sulphate  of  copper 
more  than  maintain  their  own  against  United  States  com- 
petition, the  figures  recording  both  increased  quantities  and 
values  :  70,243  tons  was  exported  last  year,  having  a  value 
of  1,379,695/.  It  is  to  be  hoped  this  improvement  will  be 
maintained. 

The  drug  and  medicine  bill  deducible  from  the  returns  is 
not  satisfactory,  because  the  import  figures  refer  to  some- 
thing very  general.  Such  as  these  are,  and  the  exports,  we 
give  :

Taken  all  round,  the  returns  are  full  of  hope  for  the  pre- 
sent year.  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  are  getting  busy,  and 
so  are  other  industrial  centres;  but  what  puzzles  people  is 
that  the  increased  trade  does  not  seem  to  make  them  better 
off.  There  is  really  little  mystery.  In  the  year  1894-95  the 
amount  of  imperial  taxation  was  82^  millions  and  the  ex- 
penditure 81§  millions.  During  the  last  five  years  the  aver- 
age expenditure  has  been  153  millions  a  year,  or  about  a 
million  pounds  a  week  more  than  in  1898-99.  It  is  impossible 
for  money-earners  to  pay  such  additional  sums  as  these  for 
the  government  of  the  country  without  sacrificing  some 
luxuries  and  necessities.  Municipal  government  is  also 
getting  to  be  very  costly,  and  unless  these  things  are  looked 
into  with  a  view  to  reform,  the  basis  of  business  and  per- 
sonal expenditure  will  need  to  be  reconsidered.

The  abandonment  of  Clause  7  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  is  con- 
summated.   Under  this  clause  it  was  proposed  to  require 
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that  the  directors  of  any  company  carrying  on  business  in 
the  retailing  of  poisons  and  dispensing  of  medical  prescrip- 
tions should  be  registered  chemists  and  druggists.  This 
was  a  restoration  on  ethical  and  logical  lines  of  the  principle 
of  the  1868  Act  that  the  principals  of  chemists'  businesses 
should  be  qualified  persons ;  and  as  the  statutory  body  is 
the  one  which  is  moving  to  repair  the  flaw  in  the  Act,  it  is 
wrong,  we  have  argued,  that  it  should  go  forward  to  the 
law  makers  and  menders  with  less  than  a  complete  restora- 
tion. We  have  also  argued  that  it  is  an  error  for  the 
statutory  body  to  bargain  on  this  principle  until  Parliament 
has  actually  had  the  opportunity  of  considering  it  in  Com- 
mittee. This  we  still  maintain ;  but  the  error  has  been 
committed,  and  there  is  a  general  consensus  of  opinion,  even 
among  those  who  most  strongly  supported  Clause  7,  that 
the  damage  done  by  the  error  cannot  be  repaired.  The  Pre- 
sident of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  alone  responsible  for 
the  bargain,  which  is  not,  let  it  be  understood,  with  the 
opponents  of  the  Bill,  but  with  a  Government  Department, 
consequently  there  is  no  assurance  to  start  with  that  any 
modification  of  the  clause  will  get  rid  of  the  last  two  Ses- 
sions' opposition.  It  is  practically  certain  that  it  will  not, 
for  the  Drug  Companies'  Association  was  called  into  exist- 
ence to  oppose  legislation  on  the  chemist-companies'  ques- 
tion, and  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  its  Secretary,  is  not  the  kind  of 
man  to  stop  fighting  because  a  Government  Department 
shows  a  disposition  to  help  his  antagonists.  It  is  for  the 
trade  to  say  whether  they  like  this  sort  of  bargaining  or  not ; 
certainly  they  have  so  far  maintained  a  discreet  silence, 
which  may  be  due  to  indifference  or  disgust.  The  silence 
has  justified  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  proceeding  on 
the  lines  of  compromise  originated  by  the  President,  and  on 
Wednesday  the  Council  decided,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Wootton,  the  father  of  Clause  7,  to  adopt  a  new  clause 
which,  with  the  old  one,  we  append  : 


The  New  Clause. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  company  incorporated 
under  the  Acts  in  force  re- 
gulating joint-stock  com- 
panies to  take,  use,  or  as- 
sume the  descriptions  or 
titles  of  "chemist  and  drug- 
gist "  or  "  pharmaceutical 
chemist,"  or  any  other  sign, 
title,  or  description  implying 
registration  under  the  Phar- 
macy Acts.  Nor  may  any 
company  so  incorporated  by 
law  retail,  dispense,  or  com- 
pound poisons  or  medical 
prescriptions  unless  that  part 
of  the  business  of  such  com- 
pany shall  be  managed  by  a 
director  who  shall  be  a  re- 
gistered person  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868,  and  unless  the 
assistant  who  actually  con- 
ducts the  said  business  is  also 
a  person  registered  under 
the  same  Act.  Anything 
which  would  be  an  offence 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  or 
this  Act,  if  committed  by  an 
individual  shall  be  an 
offence  by  every  director  of 
the  company,  if  committed 
by  such  company ;  provided 
that  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  held  to  prevent  the 
employment  by  any  regis- 
tered chemist  and  druggist 
of  an  unqualified  assistant  or 
assistants  for  the  purpose  of 
compounding  drugs  or  dis- 
pensing medicines  under  the 
personal  supervision  of  a  re- 
gistered chemist  and  drug- 
gist. 


The  Old  Clause. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  company  incorporated 
under  the  Acts  in  force  re- 
gulating joint-stock  com- 
panies to  retail,  dispense,  or 
compound  poisons  or  medi- 
cal prescriptions  unless  the 
business  of  such  company 
shall  be  managed  by  one  or 
more  director  or  directors 
who  or  all  of  whom  shall  be 
registered  persons,  not  direc- 
tors of  any  other  company 
carrying  on  the  like  busi- 
ness, and  who  shall  exercise 
all  such  powers  of  the  com- 
pany as  are  not  by  the  Com- 
panies Acts  required  by  the 
company  in  general  meet- 


The  new  clause  embodies  the  titles  provision  from  Clause  11, 
so  that  the  Bill  should  go  into  the  draftsman's  hands  again. 
The  new  clause,  apart  from  the  reduction  of  the  multi- 
director  to  the  uni-director  principle,  contains  provisions- 
which  are  an  advance,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  following 
brief  analysis  of  the  clause  (we  take  the  points  in  syntaxical! 
sequence)  : 

Titles. — Prohibition  is  now  made  specific  rather  than 
general  (as  in  Clause  7).  "Description"  and  "sign"  are- 
new  terms  in  pharmacy  law,  but  are  used  in  respect  to  the 
provisions  of  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  1868  Act.  [Why  not 
insert  after  "companies"  the  words  "or  any  person  not 
registered  under  the  principal  Act  "  ?] 

Directorship. — At  least  one  registered  chemist  must  be 
a  director  of  any  company  carrying  on  dispensing  and? 
poison  business,  and  he  must  manage  the  pharmacy  part  of 
the  business. 

Conduct  of  the  Business. — The  assistant  who  actually 
conducts  tho  company's  pharmacy  business  has  to  be  a  re- 
gistered chemist.  [This  means,  wo  presume,  that  if  the? 
managing  director  is  a  man  in  an  office  the  principal' 
counterman  must  also  be  a  registered  chemist.  Branch- 
shops  are  provided  for  elsewhere  in  the  Bill.] 

Offences. — If  a  company  commits  an  offence  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act  every  director  will  be  held  liable.  [Ire 
Clause  11  the  company  is  held  liable.  The  new  provision 
has  been  enacted  in  the  Transvaal.] 

We  understand  that  the  Bill  will  be  reintroduced  into  the 
House  of  Commons  early  in  the  Session,  and  there  is  already 
an  assurance  that  it  will  be  well  backed. 


The  Alcohol  Inquiry. 

We  understand  that  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Committee- 
will  not  meet  again  until  Tuesday,  January  31,  and  another 
two  or  three  meetings  should  suffice  to  finish  the  Committee's 
work.  This,  therefore,  is  a  good  opportunity  for  those  who 
have  anything  to  say  in  regard  to  the  matter  to  give  notice 
to  Mr.  Cunningham,  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee, 
Somerset  House,  W.C. 

International  Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry. 

The  last  touch  has  been  added  to  the  Congress  which  was 
held  in  Berlin  in  June,  1903,  by  the  publication  of  a  magnifi- 
cent report  of  the  proceedings,  which  takes  the  form  of 
four  volumes',  the  first  extending  to  795  royal  octavo  pages, 
the  second  to  1,075,  the  third  to  1,021,  and  the  fourth  to 
1,153,  besides  prefatory  matter  and  plates.  The  whole  of 
the  addresses  and  papers  read  before  the  general  sessions 
and  the  Sections  are  given  in  full  in  the  language  in  which 
they  were  written — that  is  to  say,  in  English,  French,  or 
German — and  the  discussions  and  speeches  are  reported  i» 
the  language  used  by  the  speakers.  The  Berlin  Committee 
has  done  its  work  well,  and  the  volumes  are  not  only  a 
monument  of  its  indefatigable  labours,  but  a  valuable  and 
useful  souvenir  to  all  the  members  of  the  Congress. 

A  Conversion. 

One  sinner  has  repented.  Last  year  Dr.  Balfour  Marshall, 
in  his  report  on  the  pharmaceutical  examinations  in  Scotland" 
during  1903,  expressed  the  following  opinion  when  referring- 
to  the  large  percentage  of  failures  in  the  Minor  : 

A  -suggested  remedy  by  some  is  the  division  of  the- 
examination ;  but  this  is  only  to  begin  at  the  wrong  end,  as- 
it  would  not  correct  the  present  cram  system. 

At  the  time  we  urged  that  experience  with  the  medical 
examinations  did  not  condemn  division  of  the  examination, 
and  pointed  out  that  three  years'  experience  in  dispensing 
is  at  present  required  for  the  Minor  examination.-  It  is, 
moreover,  common  knowledge  that  the  greater  number  of 
the  candidates  do  receive  an  additional  training  in  all  the 
subjects  at  one  or  other  of  the  numerous  excellent  schools  of 
pharmacy  which  exist  in  Great  Britain.  In  the  report  on 
the  1904  examinations  Dr.  Marshall  says  : 

The  present  examination  is  a  sufficiently  severe  test,  and 
many  students  no  doubt  find  it  a  strain  on  their  energies- 
endeavouring  to  pass  in  all  seven  subjects  at  one  time.. 
This  suggests  a  division  of  the  Minor  or  qualifying  exami- 
nation into  two  parts,  and  I  see  no  objection  to  such  u 
course  being  adopted. 

It  is  only  right  to  add  that  the  recommendations  contained 
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an  the  Visitors'  reports  are  not  often  acted  upon,  and  as  the 
tail  of  the  present  report  brings  in  the  curriculum  bogey  it 
would  be  a  case  of  taking  something  that  is  wanted  with  a 
good  deal  of  excipient  which  nobody — who  has  to  pay  for  it 
- — wants.

Xeoal  IReports. 


Merchandise-marks  Act. 

Soda  Crystals. 
At  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Police  Court  on  Monday, 
January  9,  summonses  against  Mr.  F.  Fowler  and  Mr.  C.  W. 
Holmes,  carrying  on  business  at  Camden  Road,  Tunbridge 
Wells,  for  selling  soda  adulterated  with  Glauber's  salt, 
and  also  with  supplying  a  false  trade  description,  were  to 
have  been  heard.  Mr.  Cripps,  who  appeared  for  the  Board 
of  Trade,  stated,  however,  that  Mr.  Fowler  had  decided 
to  test  in  the  High  Court  the  decision  of  the  Magistrates 
in  a  former  case  and  he  therefore  applied  to  have  the  cases 
adjourned  sine  die.  Mr.  Vaughan  Gower,  who  represented 
the  defendants,  assented  to  that  course,  and  the  cases  were 
accordingly  adjourned. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Cream  of  Tartar. 
At  Malmsbury  Petty  Sessions  on  January  10,  Richard  Miles, 
grocer,  of  Hullavington,  was  summoned,  at  the  instance 
of  the  Wilts  County  Council,  for  selling  to  their  inspector, 
Mr.  Sam  Smith,  F.C.S.,  4  oz.  of  cream  of  tartar  which  upon 
analysis  was  found  to  contain  lead  in  the  proportion  of 
I  grain  per  lb.  Defendant  pleaded  guilty,  and  the  Magis- 
trates inflicted  a  penalty  of  10s.,  and  Zl.  3s.  costs. 


County  Court  Case. 

Rubber  Sr-ONGES. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  January  6,  before  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by  Messrs. 
W.  S.  Rothband  &  Co.,  Elizabeth  Street,  Cheetham,  Man- 
chester, against  Mr.  H.  A.  Wanklyn,  17  Manchester  Avenue, 
E.C.,  to  recover  81.  16s.  2d.,  damages  for  breach  of  contract. 
The  case  for  the  plaintiffs  was  that  they  bought  some  india- 
rubber  sponges  from  the  defendant  at  13.$.  6d.  per  lb.,  and 
that  after  they  had  been  in  the  warehouse  for  some  months 
it  was  found  that  practically  half  of  the  sponges  were  un- 
saleable. Expert  evidence  was  given  to  the  effect  that  the 
twisted  and  out-of-shape  sponges  were  only  worth  6^d.  per 
lb.  On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  H.  A.  Wanklyn,  the  defendant, 
said  that  when  the  sponges  were  sent  out  they  were 
absolutely  in  good  condition  and  properly  packed.  If  they 
had  gone  out  of  shape,  it  must  have  occurred  while  they 
were  in  the  plaintiffs'  premises  in  consequence  of  other  goods 
being  pressed  down  upon  them.  The  trade  had  been  going 
on  in  London  for  about  five  years,  but  the  sponges  had  been 
manufactured  in  Russia  for  twenty-five  years.  The  Judge 
said  business  could  hardly  be  carried  on  if  people  were  to 
take  six  months  before  they  made  complaint  about  the 
quality  of  goods  delivered.  There  was  no  evidence  pro- 
duced by  the  plaintiffs  to  show  the  condition  of  the  sponges 
when  they  arrived.  Judgment  was  given  for  the  defendant, 
with  costs. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

T^HE  Council- work  for  the  year  was  inaugurated  in  an 
■*■  amiable  and  novel  manner  on  Tuesday  evening,  when 
the  President,  Mr.  Alderman  Robinson,  invited  his  fellow- 
councillors  to  dine  with  him  in  the  Duke's  Room  of  the 
Holborn  Restaurant.  Several  of  the  gentlemen  who  have 
been  closely  associated  with  him  in  municipal  affairs  were 
present  to  meet  them — viz.,  Mr.  J.  Williams  Benn,  M.P. 
for  Devonport  and  Chairman  of  the  London  County 
Council;  Captain  H.  M.  Jessel,  M.P.  for  South  St. 
Pancras;  Mr.  J.  F.  Remnant,  M.P.  for  Holborn;  and 
Mr.  W.  Crooks,  M.P.  for  Woolwich.  Sir  Thomas  Steven- 
son, M.D.,  Privy  Council  Visitor  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  was  also  present,  and  Lord  Percy,  M.P., 
and  Mr.  Thomas  Lough,  M.P.,  would  have  been 
there,  but  were  detained  in  distant  parts  of  the  country. 
The  pleasure  of  the  President's  hospitality  was  supple- 
mented by  the  ( charming  manner  in  which  the  members 
of  Parliament  vied  with  each  other  in  reminiscences  of 
St.  Stephen's  and  doing  honour  to  their  host  in  respect  to 
his  public  services  to  the  metropolis.  It  was  one  of  those 
rare  occasions  on  which  it  were  hard  that  the  legislative 
aspirations  of  pharmacy  should  not  find  voice,  and  the 
effective  manner  in  which  the  President  expressed  these 
had  as  sympathetic  a  reception  from  his  parliamentary 
friends  as  from  his  colleagues.  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson's 
remarks  in  regard  to  the  Society's  work  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  public  safety  in  the  matter  of  poison-selling  and  pre- 
scription-dispensing (this  in  giving  the  toast  of  the  Society 
and  the  President's  health)  were  a  fitting  corollary  to  what 
had  been  said  about  legislation.  These  few  sentences  are 
all  that  need  be  said  about  proceedings  which  were  mainly 
personal,  but  it  may  be  added  that  it  was  the  opinion 
of  the  President's  pharmaceutical  friends  that  in  this  func- 
tion he  had  done  the  craft  as  great  a  service  as  he  had  done 
an  honour  to  them  personally. 

The  public  deliberations  of  the  Council  on  Wednesday 
barely  occupied  an  hour,  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  work  was  of  routine  character,  some  interesting 
items  transpired.  The  deaths  of  Edward  Evans,  Charles 
Maw,  and  Tom  Martin  were  sympathetically  referred  to, 
and  85?.  was  voted  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  for  needy 
applicants.  The  Committee  on  Organisation  has  had  a 
meeting,  and  settled  the  method  of  procedure  to  be 
adopted.  The  President  is  to  act  on  his  own  initiative 
between  the  meetings  of  the  committee.  A  successor  to 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  has  not  yet  been  appointed  :  there  seems 
to  be  a  difficulty  in  getting  a  suitable  man.  Dr.  Mac- 
Alister  wrote  to  say  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee 
of  the  General  Medical  Council  has  approved  of  the  list  of 
experts  selected  by  the  two  Pharmaceutical  Societies.  Dr. 
Balfour  Marshall's  report  as  Visitor  to  the  examinations  in 
Scotland  was  received  from  the  Privy  Council ;  but  it 
requires,  according  to  Mr.  Carteighe  and  the  President, 
expert  knowledge  before  the  significance  of  the  figures  can 
be  grasped.  The  Parliamentary  Committee  has  considered 
the  question  of  disciplinary  powers  and  the  Medical  Bill 
which  the  British  Medical  Association  has  brought  for- 
ward. The  committee  declines  the  invitation  from  Scot- 
land to  endeavour  to  obtain  disciplinary  powers,  and  a 
conference  is  to  be  arranged  with  the  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee of  the  British  Medical  Association  in  regard  to 
certain  clauses  in  the  Medical  Bill. 


At  the  meeting  which  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square- 
on  January  11  there  were  present  the  President  (Mr.  R.  A. 
Robinson),  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  (Vice-President),  Mr.  Walter 
Hills  (Treasurer),  and  Messrs  S.  R.  Atkins,  M.  Carteighe, 
A.  Cooper,  W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L.  Currie,  R,  L.  Gifford, 
W.  H.  Gibson,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F.  Harrington,  J.  Harrison, 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  C.  Symes,  and  A.  C.  Wootton. 

The  President  opened  the  proceedings  by  wishing  the 
councillors  a  happy  new  year  and  prosperity  for  pharmacy. 
Deaths. 

Announcement  was  then  made  that  notice  had  been 
received  of  the  deaths  of  Edward  Evans,  of  Liverpool,  who 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Society  since  1842  ;  Charles  Maw, 
well  known  to  pharmacists  and  a  munificent  benefactor  of 
the  Benevolent  Fund ;  and  Tom  Martin,  well  known  to 
business  chemists  for  the  active  part  he  took  in  social 
matters.  The  President  took  it  that  it  was  the  desire  of 
the  Council  that  the  loss  of  these  gentlemen  be  recorded  on 
the  minutes.    This  was  agreed  to. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  persons  were  elected  to 
membership  of  the  Society,  and  thirty-three  student-asso- 
ciates received  similar  distinction.  Twenty-one  persons 
were  restored  to  membership  of  the  Society,  and  five 
chemists  had  their  names  restored  to  the  register  of 
chemists  and  druggists. 

Thanks. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  thanked  the  President  and  Council  for 
the  felicitous  terms  in  which  he  was  referred  to  at  the 
December  meeting,  on  the  occasion  of  the  acceptance  of  his 
resignation. 

Mr.  F.  Phillipi,  of  Santiago,  thanked  the  Council  for  the 
expressions  of  sympathy  sent  him  on  the  death  of  his  father, 
Dr.  R.  A.  Phillipi.

Benevolence. 

Mr.  Harrington  mentioned  that  special  contributions  to 
the  Benevolent  Fund  had  been  received  from  the  Newcastle 
Chemists'  Association,  four  guineas ;  the  Nottingham 
Chemists'  dance,  four  guineas ;  and  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Football  and  Athletic  Club,  three  guineas. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  was  next  considered 
in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Atkins,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
that  the  committee  considered  eight  cases  and  was  able  to 
relieve  six  of  these,  the  total  of  85?.  being  granted.  The 
deferred  cases  are  being  temporarily  dealt  with  by  the 
Secretary  from  the  casual  fund.  Mr.  Atkins  proceeded  to 
state  that  some  misapprehension  exists  among  the  re- 
cipients of  the  Society's  bounty  that,  once  having  obtained' 
assistance  from  the  fund,  they  have  only  to  wait  and  have 
further  assistance  automatically  year  by  year.  This  is  not 
so;  fresh  application  must  be  made  each  year.  He  added 
that  last  year  at  this  time  the  fund  was  at  low-water  mark, 
from  which  it  was  rescued  by  the  generosity  of  one  of  the 
councillors,  and  the  grants  to  some  of  the  applicants  had  in 
consequence  to  be  reduced.  This  year,  the  fund  being  in 
better  condition,  the  grants  had  been  restored  to  the  old) 
level  of  assistance. 
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The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Treasurer  was  by  resolution  authorised  to  pay  the 
annuitants  the  amount  of  their  annuities  on  the  usual 
quarter-days  of  1905. 

L.,  M.,  S.,  and  H.  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee  was  next  presented  by  Mr.  Hills.  The  report 
contained  statements  of  the  attendances  at  the  Society's 
libraries  and  museums.  An  estimate  for  a  cupboard  for  the 
reception  of  chemicals  from  the  museum  was  accepted,  and 
the  electric  lighting  of  the  histological  laboratory  sanctioned 
at  a  cost  of  191.  10  s.  3d,  Messrs.  Parkinson's  bill  for 
37?.  7s.  6d.  was  approved  of.  Professor  Crossley  was  given 
permission  to  publish  as  much  of  the  results  of  a  research 
by  Miss  Renouf  as  he  thought  fit,  and  also  to  purchase  a 
balance  for  the  research  laboratory  at  a  cost  not  exceed- 
ing 15?. 

Mr.  Hills  went  into  details  about  this  report,  explaining 
that  the  cupboard  is  intended  to  receive  certain  chemical 
specimens  from  the  museum,  the  cupboard  being  fixed  near 
the  lecture-theatre  so  that  the  specimens  can  be  used  for 
demonstration-purposes.  The  lighting  of  the  histological 
laboratory  by  electric  light  had  been  done  owing  to  the 
complaints  of  bad  lighting  by  the  examiners,  and  the  charge 
was  not  excessive  when  it  was  considered  that  it  had  been 
necessary  to  increase  the  size  of  the  mains.  Mr.  Hills  added 
that  the  fitting  of  the  laboratory  of  applied  pharmaceutics 
was  being  proceeded  with,  and  any  of  the  councillors  in- 
terested in  the  subject  were  invited  to  inspect  the  work. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Organisation. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Organisa- 
tion had  sent  a  member  of  the  staff  to  Huddersfield  to  discuss 
the  titles  question.  At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  the 
methods  of  procedure  were  settled.  The  meetings  are  in 
future  to  be  held  on  the  afternoons  of  the  Council-meetings. 
The  President  was  given  power  to  send  a  member  of  the 
staff  to  any  meeting  he  may  think  desirable,  and  to  report 
to  the  next  committee-meeting. 

The  President  said  the  Huddersfield  meeting  had  been 
a  very  successful  one,  and  he  believed  it  good  policy  to  give 
correct  information  in  this  way.  The  committee  is  not  yet 
in  full  working  order,  but  a  scheme  would  be  placed  before 
it  that  afternoon  which  would  show  that  good  work  is  really 
intended. 

Mr.  Gifford  said,  while  recognising  that  the  efforts  so 
far  are  tentative,  he  congratulated  the  committee  on  the 
enthusiastic  manner  in  which  it  has  entered  on  its  work. 
He  hoped  that  the  work  of  organisation  of  the  Society  would 
be  second  to  no  other  body  in  the  country. 

New  Divisional  Secretary. 

Mr.  W.  Calvert  was  appointed  divisional  secretary  for 
the  Yorks  (Colne  Valley)  district, 

The  Secretary  noting  that  this  appointment  was  the 
result  of  the  visit  of  the  Society's  representative  to 
Huddersfield. 

The  President  :  I  am  glad  to  hear  it. 

The  Secretary  further  explained  that  the  district  was 
represented  by  Mr.  Walshaw  along  with  another,  but  that 
now  a  division  would  take  place. 

The  co-option  of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was 
postponed  to  the  next  Council-meeting. 

Report  of  Examiners. 
The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  England  and 
Wales  was  presented,  showing  that  of  19  Major  candi- 
dates 8  passed,  of  217  Minor  candidates  66  passed.  In 
Scotland  there  were  107  Minor  candidates,  and  30  passed. 
Certificates  of  preliminary  education  were  presented  by 
47  persons. 

Dr.  Symes  :  What  was  the  number  of  failures  in  the 
Minor  ? 

The  President  repeated  the  figures  and  added,  "I  am 
sorry  to  see  so  many  failures,  but  everything  is  tending 
to  the  conviction  that  courses  of  study  are  absolutely 
essential  for  Minor  candidates." 

The  pharmaceutical  chemists  who  passed  the  recent 
Major  examination  were  granted  diplomas  stamped  with 
the  seal  of  the  Society. 


Letters. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  D.  MacAlister  intimating  the 
appointment  by  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  of  the 
referees  in  pharmacy  nominated  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  Dr.  MacAlister 
asked  to  be  supplied  with  the  addresses  of  the  referees, 
so  that  he  could  call  a  meeting  early  in  the  year  and  set 
before  the  referees  the  outline  of  the  scheme. 

A  resolution  from  the  Council  of  the  Federation  of  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Associations  was  read,  in  which  it  was 
suggested  that  a  return  be  made  to  the  old  method  by 
which  local  secretaries  were  empowered  to  collect  sub- 
scriptions for  the  Society  and  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

The  President  :  I  am  not  sure  whether  these  gentle- 
men know  all  the  facts,  but  the  money  comes  in  very  well 
under  the  present  system. 

The  resolution  was  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Organisa- 
tion. 

The  Scottish  Examinations. 
The  Privy  Council  sent  a  copy  of  Dr.  Balfour  Marshall's 
report  on  the  examinations  in  Scotland  for  1904.  The 
number  of  passes  and  failures  were  stated  in  the  usual 
manner.  For  the  Major  nine  candidates  were  examined, 
and  three  passed.  The  remarks  appended  to  this  part  of 
the  report  were  : 

Nine  candidates  presented  themselves  for  the  higher  quali- 
fication, but  only  three  were  successful,  the  percentage  of 
failures  being  greater  than  the  usual  average.  Although  the 
examination  is  of  a  high  standard,  it  would  be  more  satis- 
factory if  a  larger  number  of  pharmacists  in  Scotland  sought 
the  title  of  "  pharmaceutical  chemist  "  ;  especially  those  who 
live  in  or  near  the  university  towns,  where  there  is  every 
opportunity  for  acquiring  an  extensive  knowledge  in  botany, 
chemistry  and  physics. 

One  candidate  passed  the  Modified  examination,  and  of 
530  Minor  candidates  187  passed.  An  analysis  of  the 
Minor  figures  was  appended,  as  follows  :

The  remarks  on  this  examination  were  as  follows  : 

The  number  of  candidates  who  entered  for  examination  in- 
nearly  the  same  as  last  year — viz.,  530,  as  against  532 — and  I 
have  to  report  a  slight  improvement,  to  the  extent  of  3  per 
cent.  It  is,  however,  unsatisfactory  that  nearly  two-thirds 
should  fail  to  satisfy  the  examinei's,  who  are  by  no  means 
unduly  severe,  but  endeavour  to  prove  that  the  candidates 
possess  sufficient  knowledge  of  their  profession  to  justify 
them  entering  the  ranks  of  qualified  pharmacists. 

The  most  noticeable  feature  in  this  year's  examinations  is 
the  very  large  number  of  rejections  in  practical  work,  nearly 
half  of  the  candidates  failing  in  practical  chemistry  and 
pharmacy;  indeed,  this  is  the  highest  percentage  of  failures 
in  practical  work  noted  during  the  eight  years  I  have  issued 
reports. 

Practical  chemistry  alone  accounts  for  221  failures;  prac- 
tical pharmacy,  215.  It  is  thus  seen  that  only  one  of  the 
seven  subjects  of  examination — viz.,  chemistry — is  sufficient 
to  cause  the  rejection  of  41  per  cent,  of  the  candidates. 
Nearly  22  per  cent,  failed  in  practical  pharmacy  and  dis- 
pensing. I  can  only  repeat  what  has  been  said  in  previous 
reports — that  the  students  in  most  instances  are  very  imper- 
fectly trained.  A  three  or  six  months'  training,  evidently  too 
often  one  of  cram  in  a  school  of  pharmacy,  is  very  inadequate 
when  it  embraces,  as  it  does,  the  study  of  all  the  subjects 
required  for  one  examination. 

Further  experience  of  these  examinations  only  strengthens- 
my  oft-repeated  opinion  that  a  compulsory  curriculum  is  a' 
matter  of  ereat  necessity.  At  pi'esent  students  are  only  re- 
commended to  take  certain  courses  of  lectures,  and  it  is  left 
to  themselves  to  acquire  their  knowledge  where  and  when 
they  may.  It  would  be  much  more  satisfactory  to  the  student 
to  be  told  not  only  the  number  of  lectures  he  must  attend, 
and  the  length  of  laboratory  training  demanded  of  him

before  he  will  be  admitted  to  examination,  but  also  the 
schools  where  his  knowledge  is  to  be  acquired.  To  put  it 
shortly,  there  should  be  recognised  schools  of  pharmacy  and 
a  compulsory  curriculum. 

The  present  examination  is  a  sufficiently  severe  test,  and 
many  students  no  doubt  find  it  a  strain  on  their  energies 
•endeavouring  to  pass  in  all  seven  subjects  at  one  time.  This 
-suggests  a  division  of  the  Minor  or  qualifying  examination 
into  two  parts,  and  I  see  no  objection  to  such  a  course  being 
adopted. 

In  suggesting  such  a  change,  however,  as  the  division  of 
the  Minor,  there  are  two  points  which  require  consideration. 

The  first  is  that  a  compulsory  curriculum  should,  as  a  pre- 
liminary, be  adopted,  because  merely  to  divide  the  examina- 
tion without  compelling  the  students  to  be  thoroughly  trained 
in  recognised  schools  of  pharmacy,  and  to  produce  certificates 
.that  they  have  attended  the  required  classes,  would  only  tend 
to  aggravate  the  present  extensive  system  of  cram.  It  would 
be  much  easier  for  a  student  to  cram  three  subjects  instead  of 
seven,  and  a  greater  number  might  no  doubt  succeed  in 
passing,  but  the  result  would  be  no  better— perhaps  worse — 
■as  regards  the  production  of  thoroughly  trained  pharmacists. 

One  evil  of  the  existing  system  is  the  reappearance  at  the 
■examinations  of  candidates  time  after  time — it  may  be  several 
times — before  they  finally  satisfy  the  examiners.  A  compul- 
sory curriculum,  with  division  of  the  examination  into  two 
parts,  would  greatly  minimise  this  state  of  affairs,  which, 
among  other  disadvantages,  must  entail  a  considerable  mone- 
tary loss  on  the  candidates.  They  would  require  to  pass  the 
first  part  of  the  examination  before  being  admitted  to  the 
second,  and  only  capable  men  would  be  likely  to  reach  the 
latter. 

The  second  point  is  that  the  existing  system  of  marking 
anight,  in  my  opinion,  be  revised.  According  to  their  stan- 
dard of  excellence  or  otherwise  the  candidates  are  credited 
by  each  examiner  in  his  own  department  with  marks  signify- 
ing "very  good,"  "satisfactory,"  or  "weak,"  while  failure 
in  any  one  subject  means  the  rejection  of  a  candidate  in  all, 
■even  although  his  appearance  in  the  other  six  may  have  been 
satisfactory.  This  may  in  some  cases  be  a  hardship  to  a 
candidate  who,  having  proved  himself  "satisfactory"  in  six 
subjects,  fails  at  the  seventh.  A  division  of  the  examination 
would  obviate  such  a  hardship,  or  granted  there  is  no  divi- 
sion, a  candidate  who  has  failed  in  only  one  subject  and 
passed  the  others  excellently  might  be  referred  for  three 
months  in  what  he  has  shown  himself  weak.  On  the  other 
ihand,  the  candidate  is  at  present  favoured  by  the  fact  that 
■only  an  average  of  "satisfactory  "  marks  is  needed  to  obtain 
a  pass,  so  that  two  "  very  good  "  are  sufficient  to  equalise 
two  "weak"  marks.  In  other  words,  a  candidate  may  be 
■weak  in  pharmacy  and  dispensing — two  of  the  most  important 
subjects  for  a  pharmacist — and  yet  he  will  pass  if  he  make  an 
■excellent  appearance  in,  say,  botany  and  prescriptions,  and 
prove  satisfactory  in  the  remaining' three.  Such  a  man  has 
not  proved  himself  a  good  pharmacist,  and  yet,  under  the 
■existing  system,  he  leaves  the  examination-room  with  the 
same  diploma  as  one  who  has  passed  excellently  in  all  sub- 
jects. Should  the  Minor  be  divided,  always  provided  that  a 
curriculum  is  made  compulsory,  a  percentage  system  of 
marking  might  with  advantage"  be  reintroduced.  All  the 
subjects  in  each  division  should,  as  at  present,  be  passed  at 
one  time,  but  a  definite  minimum  percentage  might  be  fixed 
for  each,  so  that  weakness  in  one  would  not  be  equalised  by 
strength  in  another.  This  would  entail  a  slightly  higher 
standard  of  excellence,  but  would  be  no  hardship  where  fewer 
subjects  have  to  be  passed  at  one  examination. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  good  work  and  future  advan- 
tage when  seeking  a  qualified  assistantship,  the  candidate 
who  makes  an  excellent  appearance  by  reaching  a  certain 
high  percentage  should  be  distinguished  from  him  who  has 
■obtained  a  bare  pass  by  being  credited  in  his  diploma  as 
having  received  it  "with  honours"  or  "with  distinction." 

For  the  past  eight  years  I  have  in  these  reports  advocated 
the  adoption  of  a  compulsory  curriculum,  and  I  am  now  of 
the  opinion  that  this  question  of  the  division  of  the  Minor, 
along  with  a  revision  of  the  system  of  marking,  might  at  the 
same  time  be  considered. 

Mr.  Wootton  called  attention  to  apparently  anomolous 
statements  concerning  the  number  of  failures.  One  part  of 
the  report  states  that  there  were  221  failures  in  practical 
chemistry  while  elsewhere  it  is  put  at  143.  In  practical 
pharmacy  it  is  first  put  at  37  and  then  at  215.  Even  if  the 
failures  in  practical  pharmacy,  and  those  under  the  head- 
ing of  "  failed  in  both  above,"  78,  are  added  together,  the 
figure  215  is  not  reached. 

Mr.  Carteighe  explained  that  it  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand the  figures  unless  one  is  acquainted  with  the  method 
of  examination ;  and 

The  President  added  that  the  report  wants  careful 
studying. 


Dr.  Symes  thought  that  the  failures  in  practical  phar- 
macy and  chemistry  showed  that  the  candidates  are  de- 
generating in  practical  work.  This  may  be  due  to  the 
comparatively  little  practice  which  assistants  get  in  the 
manufacturing  of  galenicals.  It  is  sad  that  while  the 
scientific  training  is  being  increased  the  practical  know- 
ledge is  getting  less. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  report  is  obviously  compiled 
with  the  assistance  of  the  staff  in  Edinburgh,  and  there 
could  be  no  doubt  it  was  carefully  done.  He  proposed 
that  the  report  be  sent  to  the  Educational  Committee  to 
consider  the  question  of  marks  and  classes.  He  (Mr. 
Carteighe)  was  the  author  of  the  present  system  of  mark- 
ing, and  although  he  was  not  prepared  to  say  it  was 
perfect,  he  thought  the  failure  of  the  system  was  due 
rather  to  want  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  those  who  have 
the  carrying-out  of  the  system.  Formerly  it  was  the 
custom  to  differentiate  between  candidates  who  passed  and 
those  who  passed  with  honours,  but  he  (the  speaker) 
thought  it  hardly  justifiable  to  make  different  classes  in 
an  examination  carried  on  under  an  Act  of  Parliament. 
It  is  different  in  University  examinations,  but  in  the  case 
of  the  Minor  the  examiners  are  only  justified  in  saying 
whether  a  candidate  passes  or  not.  Mr.  Carteighe  added 
that  the  granting  of  "honours"  passes  certainly  acted  as 
a  stimulus,  but  it  is  not  a  wise  thing  to  do  in  the  Minor 
examination. 

Mr.  Cross  added  that,  as  far  as  the  qualifying  examina- 
tion went,  he  saw  the  objection  to  granting  honours,  but 
the  same  arguments  did  not  apply  to  the  Major  examina- 
tion. 

The  President  said  that  the  report  had  already  been 
read  at  Whitehall  and  been  discussed  with  him.  It  would 
be  noted  that  Dr.  Marshall  advocates  a  compulsory  cur- 
riculum, and  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  has  done  so  for  years; 
in  fact,  the  necessity  for  a  curriculum  is  recognised  in  the 
highest  quarters. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Huddersfield  Association 
thanking  the  Society  for  sending  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  jun., 
to  discuss  the  titles  question.  It  was  added  that  Mr. 
Robinson  succeeded  in  convincing  the  members  of  the 
Association. 

Parliamentary  Committee. 
Part  of  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  was 
read,  in  which  it  was  stated  that,  after  consideration  of 
the  remit  from  the  N.B.  Branch  Executive,  it  was  found 
to  be  quite  impracticable  to  insert  a  clause  asking  for 
disciplinary  power  over  all  chemists.  The  committee 
made  no  recommendation  in  regard  to  having  certificates 
printed  on  parchment.  The  Singapore  Ordinance  was  con- 
sidered, and  the  Colonial  Secretary  communicated  with 
in  regard  to  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist,"  which  the 
Governor  has  power  to  give  to  licensed  poison-vendors. 
The  British  Medical  Association's  Medical  Bill*  was  dis- 

*  The  following  are  the  clauses  to  which  objection  is  taken  : 
23.  Prohibition  of  Practice  by  Unregistered  Persons.— Any 
person  other  than  a  registered  medical  or  dental  practitioner 

who— 

(1)  applies  any  medical  or  dental  treatment  to  any  person 
without  the  supervision  of  a  registered  medical  or 
dental  practitioner  and  demands  or  receives  any 
valuable  consideration  for  such  treatment  whether  by 
way  of  remuneration  gratuity  or  otherwise  or 

(2)  holds  himself  out  as  practising  or  competent  to  prac- 
tise medicine  surgery  midwifery  or  dentistry  or  takes 
or  uses  the  style  or  title  of  physical  surgeon  doctor  of 
medicine  or  dentist  or  any  other  style  or  title  whether 
expressed  by  words  or  by  letters  only  implying  that 
he  possesses  the  skill  or  knowledge  necessary  for  that 
practice 

shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  an  offence  under  this  Act 
and  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  on  indictment  to  imprison-

26.  Prohibition  of  Improper  Use  of  Name  of  Registered 
Practitioner. — Any  person  who  shall  in  selling  or  advertising 
for  sale  any  article  of  food  or  drink  or  any  medicine  drug 
potion  wash  or  ointment  or  any  preparation  or  apparatus 
intended  for  use  in  medicine  surgery  dentistry  or  midwifery 
or  alleged  to  possess  curative  or  preservative  qualities  when 
applied  to  the  human  body — 

(1)  make  any  false  representation  as  to  an  act  done  or 
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cussed,  and  its  possible  effect  on  the  practice  of  pharmacy, 
and  it  was  decided  to  arrange  an  interview  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  ot  the  British 
Medical  Association. 

Mr  Wootton,  as  Chairman  of  the  committee,  further 
elaborated  the  report,  explaining  that  the  question  of  en- 
deavouring to  obtain  disciplinary  power  over  all  chemists 
and  druggists  was  carefully  discussed,  but  the  committee 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  quite  impracticable 
to  seek  the  proposed  powers.  The  proposals  stood  no 
chance  of  being  adopted,  and  they  would  greatly  weight 
the  Bill  of  the  British  Medical  Association  the  committee 
even  if  the  powers  could  be  obtained  it  would  not  be 
altogether  desirable,  as  it  would  lead  to  such  serious 
responsibilities.  The  question  of  sending  out  parchment 
certificates  had  evidently  been  sent  to  this  committee  by 
mistake  and  so  was  not  considered.  The  letter  from  a 
member  referring  to  the  powers  given  to  the  Governor 
under  the  Straits  Settlement  Ordinance  to  confer  the  title 
"chemist  and  druggist"  on  poison-sellers  was  carefully 
considered.  The  Secretary  went  to  the  Colonial  Office  and 
saw  an  assistant-secretary.  At  first  it  seemed  as  if  the 
point  would  be  rectified,  but  it  was  found  that  the 
Ordinance  had  already  been  approved.  The  Society  s 
claim  has,  however,  been  put  before  the  Colonial  Secre- 
tary and  steps  will  probably  be  taken  to  prevent  any- 
thing being  done  in  the  direction  proposed.  In  regard  to 
the  Bill  of  the  British  Medical  Association  the  committee 
hardly  considered  the  time  was  ripe  to  take  action,  but 
the  Secretary  has  seen  the  Secretary  of  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  of  the  Association,  and  it  is  proposed  to  arrange 
an  interview  with  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the 
Society  and  discuss  the  matter. 

The  other  matter  was  in  regard  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill, 
1905,  which  was  taken  in  committee. 

This  ended  the  public  business. 

After  the  departure  of  our  reporter  from  the  Council- 
meeting,  the  Council  resumed  its  discussion  on  the  report 
of  the  Parliamentary  Committee,  a  portion  of  which  re- 
lating to  the  Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill,  had  been 
taken  in  committee.  Eventually  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee was  received  and  adopted,  and  it  was  then  moved  by 
Mr.  Wootton,  seconded  by  Mr.  Harrington,  and  carried, 
that  the  Pharmacy  Bill  be  reintroduced  into  Parliament  at 
the  earliest  opportunity,  but  that  Clause  7  be  deleted  and 
the  following  modification  be  substituted  : 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  company  incorporated  under 
the  Acts  in  force  regulating  joint-stock  companies  to  take, 
use,  or  assume  the  descriptions  or  titles  of  "  chemist  and  drug- 
gist "  or  "  pharmaceutical  chemist"  or  any  other  sign,  title, 
or  description  implying  registration  under  the  Pharmacy 
Acts.  Nor  may  any  company  so  incorporated  by  law  retail, 
dispense,  or  compound  poisons  or  medical  prescriptions  unless 
that  part  of  the  business  of  such  company  shall  be  managed 
by  a  director  who  shall  be  a  registered  person  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  unless  the  Assistant 
who  actually  conducts  the  said  business  is  also  a  person  regis- 
tered under  the  same  Act.  Anything  which  would  be  an 
offence  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  or  this  Act,  if  committed 
by  an  individual  shall  be  an  offence  by  every  director  of  the 
company,  if  committed  by  such  company ;  provided  that 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  held  to  prevent  the  employ- 
ment by  any  registered  chemist  and  druggist  of  an  unquali- 
fied assistant  or  assistants  for  the  purpose  of  compounding 
drugs  or  dispensing  medicines  under  the  personal  supervision 
of  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist. 

opinion  expressed  by  any  person  then  or  formerly 
registered  as  a  medical  or  dental  practitioner  whether 
alive  or  dead  or 
(2)  use  the  name  of  any  such  person  after  receipt  of  notice 
from  him  or  his  legal  personal  representative  or  from 
the  General  Council  requesting  that  the  use  be  dis- 
continued ; 

shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  an  offence  under  this  Act 
and  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  penalty  for 
each  offence  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds. 

31.  Definitions. — In  this  Act  the  expression  "  medical  or 
dental  treatment"  includes  the  application  of  any  real  or 
pretended  art  science  method  or  system  relating  to  the  pre- 
vention cure  or  alleviation  of  any  disease  or  defect  of  or  any 
injury  to  the  human  body  and  the  performance  of  any  sur- 
gical or  dental  operation.

The"  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  Sankey)  opened  a  discussion

He  introduced  the  paper  read  by  Mr.  Lord  Gifford 
before  the  Leeds  Chemists'  Association,  a  copy  of  which 
Mr.  Gifford  had  sent  to  Divisional  Secretaries.

He 
was  quite  in  favour  of  a  test-case,  as  chemists  had  at 
least  nothing  to  lose.  Mr.  Johnson  and  others  having 
spoken,  Mr.  Sankey  moved 

That  this  Association  approves  the  appointment  of  an 
organising  secretary,  and  believes  such  an  appointment 
would  greatly  increase  the  membership,  arouse  greater  in- 
terest in  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  strengthen  local  asso- 
ciations.

A  letter  was  then  read  from  Mr.  Lionel  Laurence  and 
Mr.  Samuel  Cowan  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  a  Central 
Optical  Council.  This  is  the  outcome  of  the  Manchester 
meeting  (C.  <£■  D .,  December  31,  1904,  p.  1049).  The  com- 
mitter appointed  at  that  meeting  resolved  to  form  a  central 
council  representing  all  optical  interests.  The  Council  is 
to  consist  of  18  representatives  of  the  Spectacle-makers' 
Company,  18  British  Optical  Association,  10  National 
Association  of  Goldsmiths,  14  from  other  optical  societies, 
these  having  power  to  co-opt  10  other  trade  members  and 
10  members  not  directly  engaged  in  the  optical  trade. 
The  representation  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  is 
to  be  by  two  members,  but  some  of  its  members  will  be 
representatives  from  other  bodies  with  which  they  are 
connected.  After  considerable  discussion,  Mr.  Bunker 
and  Mr.  Cuff  were  elected  to  represent  the  Society  at  the 
meeting  to  be  held  next  week  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant. 

An  offer  for  free  space  at  the  Chemists'  Exhibition  was 
next  put  forward.  The  promoters  of  the  Exhibition  sug- 
gested that  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Society  if 
a  representative  were  in  attendance  to  explain  the  objects 
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of  the  Society  to  visitors.  The  matter  was  left,  with 
certain  limitations,  in  the  hands  of  the  President  and 
Secretary. 

Mr.  Higgs  handed  in  a  resolution  as  to  the  time  of 
sending  out  notices  of  Council-meeting,  which  received 
the  unanimous  consent  of  those  present. 

A  question  was  asked  as  to  an  inaccurate  statement 
about  the  objects  of  the  Society  made  by  a  chemist  at  a 
meeting  in  Manchester,  and  the  Secretary  said  he  had 
taken  steps  to  put  the  matter  right. 

The  meeting  also  discussed  the  date  of  Dr.  Ettles'  lec- 
ture, which  will,  together  with  the  subject,  be  shortly 
announced. 


Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

London  Section. 
A  very  pleasant  lantern-evening  was  held  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly.  W.,  on  January  9,  the  occasion  being  a 
lecture  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid  on  the 

CHEMICAL  ASPECTS  OF  THE  ST.  LOT7I3  EXHIBITION. 

Mr.  Gordon  Salamon  was  in  the  chair,  and  the  large 
audience  included  Sir  Joseph  Swan,  Professor  Armstrong. 
Dr.  Power,  Mr.  David  Howard,  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer,  Mr. 
Helm,  Mr.  O.  Guttmann,  Dr.  Lewkovitch,  and  Mr.  Brewis. 
Mr.  Reid,  by  means  of  lantern-slides,  took  his  audience 
through  the  exhibition,  giving  a  running  comment  on  the 
chief  features,  especially  of  those  sections  of  technical 
interest.  The  Low-temperature  Research  apparatus  was 
in  Mr.  Reid's  opinion  the  most  interesting  exhibit,  while 
the  organisation  of  the  British  Section  beat  that  of  all  the 
other  nations.  The  chief  products  of  the  British  and  foreign 
firms  were  next  considered,  the  descriptions  being  inter- 
spersed, as  is  Mr.  Reid's  manner,  with  points  of  interest. 
For  instance,  stovaine,  a  product  of  Poulenc  Freres,  was 
noted  as  a  wonderful  anaesthetic,  six  drops  of  a  1-per-cent. 
solution  sufficing  for  an  operation.  The  name  is  a  sort 
of  a  pun  on  Poulencs'  name,  the  French  poele,  phonetically 
the  same  as  the  first  syllable  of  the  firm's  name,  being  trans- 
lated into  its  English  equivalent — "  stove."  The  importance 
of  the  artificial-silk  industry  was  brought  home  by  the 
figures  given  for  one  French  factory,  where  3,600  lbs.  of  the 
product  is  made  daily  by  15,000  employes,  550,000  gals, 
of  absolute  alcohol  being  used  in  the  process  annually.  If  , 
added  Mr.  Reid,  duty-free  alcohol  is  granted  in  this  country, 
the  artificial-silk  industry  could  with  advantage  be  intro- 
duced. Referring  to  the  historical  exhibits  of  chemical 
apparatus  by  Germany  the  hope  was  expressed  that  steps 
would  be  taken  before  it  is  too  late  to  collect  and  preserve 
the  many  pieces  of  apparatus  of  historical  interest  in  this 
country.  Artificial  rubies  are  in  much  request  by  watch- 
makers for  watch-movement  bearings  and  probably  replace 
real  rubies  in  other  cases. 

Germany  exhibited  some  quartz  vessels  of  a  size  and  per- 
fection of  manufacture  hitherto  thought  impossible.  The 
exhibit  of  German  chemicals — a  collective  one — did  not  do 
justice  to  an  industry  employing  161.000  persons  and  with  a 
turnover  of  fifty-five  millions.  Some  new  information  was 
given  about  the  amber-industry.  The  mining  of  amber  is 
a  monopoly  of  the  Prussian  Government,  3.25  kilos,  of 
amber  being  washed  out  of  a  cubic  metre  of  clay.  The 
export  of  amber  amounted  to  79,962/.  in  1902,  England 
only  taking  2,416/.  of  that  quantity.  An  interesting  process 
of  using  up  the  small  pieces  of  amber  was  mentioned,  the 
amber  being  cleaned,  warmed,  and  pressed  into  larger 
pieces.  The  product  is  known  as  amber  colophony.  The 
United  States  chemical  exhibits  were  disappointing,  but  a 
noticeable  feature  was  the  apparatus  and  chemicals  for 
spraying  fruit-trees  and  crops.  Spraying  is  largely  resorted 
to  in  the  United  States  for  keeping  under  insect-pests.'  New 
uses  for  grape  and  apple  juice  are  being  sought,  and  it  is 
suggested  that  tartaric  acid  might  be  profitably  made  direct 
from  grape-juice.  The  distillation  of  turpentine  was  another 
matter  referred  to,  it  being  noted  that  marked  physical 
differences  exist  between  the  oil  obtained  from  the  resin  and 
the  wood  or  root.  The  Fairbanks  soapsuds  fountain  was. 
noted  ;  and  when  speaking  of  the  Swedish  niatch-industry 
Mr.  Reid  stated  that  one  factory  alone  produces  five  million 
matches  daily — a  quantity  sufficient  to  encircle  the  globe. 
Japan  was  showing  some  creditable  porcelain  chemical 
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apparatus,  a  large  variety  of  papers,  and  a  number  of  new 
seaweed-products.  Italy  and  Brazil  were  chiefly  represented 
by  medical  and  pharmaceutical  preparations.  Finally  the 
wonderful  solar  furnace,  which  produces  a  heat  greater  than 
that  of  the  electric  furnace,  was  mentioned,  and  a  regenera- 
tive process — not  altogether  successful — of  producing 
hydrogen  from  iron  for  filling  balloons. 

The  discussion  was  taken  part  in  by  the  Chairman,  Sir 
Joseph  Swan,  Mr.  David  Howard,.  Mr.  Helm,  Mr.  Friswell, 
Mr.  Tyrer,  Dr.  Lewkovitch,  and  Mr.  Guttmann.  Mr. 
Howard  said  the  exhibition  was  an  answer  to  the  influential 
and  superior  persons  who  are  accustomed  to  decry  English 
industry.  It  conclusively  showed  that  the  English  manu- 
facturer is  not  such  a  fool  as  the  superior  person  makes  him 
out  to  be.  Mr.  Tyrer  referred  to  the  duty-free  alcohol  ques- 
tion. The  wonder  is  that  British  chemists  can  produce  the 
excellent  work  they  do,  considering  the  disadvantages  under 
which  they  labour  in  not  having  cheap  alcohol.  Mr.  Tyrer 
has  calculated  that  in  the  manufacture  of  four-fifths  of  the 
-chemicals  shown  in  the  German  chemical  exhibit,  alcohol 
is  a  necessity.  Mr.  Guttmann  had  some  interesting  parti- 
culars to  give  about  amber  colophony,  as  it  was  he  who 
devised  the  process  used  by  the  Prussian  Government.  The 
first  samples  were  dark  and  burnt,  and  another  difficulty  was 
to  get  the  cloudy  appearance.  Dusting  with  magnesia  was 
tried,  but  Mr.  Guttmann  was  not  sure  whether  that  is  the 
process  now  in  use. 

Mr.  Reid  briefly  replied  to  the  various  questions,  and  was 
thanked  for  his  paper  by  the  meeting. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  this 
Association  was  held  at  St.  Bride  Institute,  Ludgate 
Circus,  E.C.,  on  January  11,  Mr.  F.  W.  Truman  (chairman 
of  Council)  presiding. 

Letters. 

A  letter  of  acknowledgment  for  the  resolution  of  thanks 
6ent  was  read  from  Mr.  Albert  Cooper,  the  former  Chair- 
man of  Council.  There  was  also  a  letter  of  thanks  from  Mr. 
John  Brodribb,  a  Benevolent  Fund  annuitant,  for  the  votes 
given  him  by  members  of  the  Association.  The  petition 
sent  from  the  South  London  Branch  of  the  Association  (see 
G  &  D.,  December  10,  1904,  p.  955),  with  reference  to 
inspectors  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  advising 
chemists  of  the  result  of  analysis  of  drug-samples  within 
a  fortnight  after  purchase,  produced  a  reply  from  the  Local 
Government  Board  as  follows  : 

The  Board  are  not  aware  of  any  provision  of  law  under 
which  a  vendor  from  whom  a  sample  of  food  or  drugs  has 
been  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  can 
claim  to  be  informed  of  the  result  of  the  analysis  of  the 
sample  when  no  summons  has  been  served  upon  him.  .  .  . 
The  Board  are  not  empowered  to  require  inspectors  under 
the  Acts  to  furnish  the  information  desired. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the  Reading  and  District 
Chemists'  Association,  asking  for  the  co-operation  of  the 
London  Chemists'  Association  in  urging  upon  agents  or 
manufacturers  of  proprietary  articles  the  advisability  of 
placing  their  goods  on  the  P.A.T.A.  protected  list.  In 
accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Reading  chemists, 
it  was  agreed  unanimously  to  instruct  the  Hon.  Secretary 
to  write  to  the  recalcitrant  proprietors  of  Apenta  Water, 
of  Valentine's  meat  juice,  of  Cockle's  pills,  of  Neave's 
food,  of  Kutnow's  powder,  and  Carter's  pills  and  Wil- 
liams's pills.  In  accordance  with  a  suggestion  from  the 
Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  it  was 
likewise  agreed  to  set  apart  a  meeting  for  the  consideration 
of  optical  matters  and  to  ask  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Society  to  address  the  Association  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Pond's  Proposals. 

Consideration  was  again  given  to  the  proposals  which 
Mr.  G.  P.  Pond  with  praiseworthy  persistence  has  brought 
forward  on  several  occasions  dealing  with  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  rules  and  the  placing  of  the  Association  on  a 
more  businesslike  basis.  The  discussion  of  these  proposals 
occupied  a  long  time,  but  with  the  result  that  Mr.  Pond 
may  be  said  to  have  scored  a  triumph,  for  the  bulk  of  his 
suggestions  were  adopted  subject  to  the  approval  of  mem- 
bers at  the  annual  meeting.    With  reference  to  the  funds 


of  the  Association,  a  clause  of  Mr.  Pond's  was  added  to 
the  effect  that  the  General  Purposes  Committee  alone  shall 
have  the  power  to  appropriate  the  funds  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Association.  Other  proposals  of  Mr.  Pond's  agreed  to 
were  that  : 

Any  new  Branch  affiliated  to  the  Association  shall  pay 
annually  a  certain  sum  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  G.P.C  at 
the  time  of  affiliation. 

Each  and  every  new  Branch  shall  have  a  separate  and 
independent  government  for  special  and  local  purposes — a 
complete  organised  body,  selecting  and  electing  its  own 
officers,  spending  its  own  funds,  and  managing  the  business 
affecting  itself  alone. 

Any  proposal  which  affects  the  trade  of  chemists  gene- 
rally that  may  emanate  from  any  Branch  must  be  referred 
to  the  head  Executive  for  approval ;  and  anything,  after 
full  consideration  in  committee,  from  the  central  authority, 
and  requiring  the  co-operation  of  the  trade,  all  the 
Branches  should  interest  themselves  in  carrying  out. 

A  pamphlet  should  be  printed  and  distributed  annually 
containing  information  regarding  (1)  the  objects  of  the 
Association,  (2)  rules  and  regulations,  (3)  officers  of  the 
Executive,  (4)  Secretaries  of  Branches,  (5)  duties  of 
officers,  (6)  members'  names  and  addresses,  (7)  work  the 
Association  has  done,  and  (8)  the  last  balance-sheet. 

A  printed  membership-form. 

A  copy  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  members  of  the 
Association  in  business  should  be  sent  to  doctors,  when  and 
to  whom  the  General  Purposes  Committee  may  consider 
advisable. 

The  Treasurer  shall  enter  into  a  book  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose all  moneys  received  by  him  from  the  Secretary ;  that 
lie  shall  pay  the  moneys  into  the  Birkbeck  Bank  ;  and  that 
he  shall  pay  no  money  away  except  by  order  of  the  General 
Purposes  Committee,  signed  by  the  President,  or  Chairman, 
and  the  Secretary. 
A  long  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  advisability  of  re- 
ducing the  annual  subscription.    Mr.  Pond  was  in  favour 
of  a  yearly  subscription  of  one  shilling,  but  he  had  no 
backers.    Then  2s.  6d.  was  proposed,  but  it  was  ultimately 
agreed  to  recommend  that  the  subscription  for  membership 
remain  at  5s.,  with  2s.  6d.  for  associates,  who  wouiu  have 
no  vote. 

Pharmacy  Bill. 
Mr.  Betty  read  a  short  paper  in  reply  to  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Lyon,  of  Edinburgh,  pointing  out  that  titles  were  already 
protected  in  the  eleventh  clause  of  the  proposed  Pharmacy 
Bill,  and  that  therefore  the  clause  in  the  resolution  sent  by 
the  Association  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  regarding 
the  modification  of  the  seventh  clause  and  the  retention  of 
titles  was  superfluous.  The  gist  of  Mr.  Betty's  reply  was 
that  the  Association  was  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  titles 
were  protected  in  Clause  11,  but  if  chemists  gave  way  on 
Clause  7  the  opponents  of  the  Bill  would  have  little  diffi- 
culty in  persuading  the  House  of  Commons  to  delete 
Clause  11.  Once  agree  to  allow  companies  to  carry  on 
business,  with  one  qualified  director  even,  the  reservation 
of  the  titles  would  be  next  to  impossible.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  subject  was  too  big  to  be  adequately  discussed  just 
then,  and,  on  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Pentney,  the  matter 
was  referred  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee. 


Newcastle-on-Tyne  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  January  11, 
at  the  Hotel  Metropole,  the  President  (Mr.  G.  Foggan)  in 
the  chair.  There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members.  Mr. 
John  Gibson,  of  Hexham,  was  called  upon  to  read  a  paper 
entitled 

Some  Optical  Reflections. 
Mr.  Gibson  first  alluded  to  the  work  being  done  by  the 
Spectacle-makers'  Company  in  advancing  optical  knowledge, 
education,  and  efficiency,  and  then  went  on  to  consider  the 
reasons  why  there  is  nowadays  a  greater  demand  for  spec- 
tacles. The  mode  of  living  has  changed,  and  is  constantly 
changing,  and  the  increased  use  of  artificial  light  does  not 
tend  fully  to  develop  the  eyes  of  the  young  to  the  extent 
intended  by  nature.  The  accommodation  of  the  eye  is  also 
exerted  for  long  periods  for  near  vision,  too  often  in 
badly  lighted  schoolrooms,  all  at  the  expense  of  the  most 
beautiful,  wonderful,  delicate,  and  intricate  of  all  human 
organs — the  eye.  There  are  other  reasons  why  spectacles 
are  more  generally  worn,  but  in  the  cases  mentioned  the 
mischief  done  in  childhood  leads  to  serious  eyestrain  in 
after-life. 
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Since  spectacles  were  introduced  for  the  correction  of  de- 
fective vision,  there  has  always  been  an  increasing  demand, 
in  the  optical  industry  itself,  for  men  possessing  sound 
practical  and  theoretical,  as  well  as  scientific,  knowledge 
of  optics,  including  spectacle-making.  There  have  always 
been  opticians  who  possess  a  very  considerable  and  com- 
mendable knowledge  of  sight-testing  and  spectacle-fitting, 
and  although  it  may  be  that  at  one  time,  in  point  of  numbers, 
these  skilled  opticians  were  in  the  minority,  yet  it  is  owing 
to  these  men,  their  writings,  work,  and  example,  that  opti- 
cians engaged  at  the  present  time  selling  spectacles  in  this 
country  have  prevented,  whenever  possible,  the  public  from 
indiscriminately  selecting  unsuitable  spectacles,  and  have, 
when  necessary,  pointed  out  to  many  of  their  customers 
that  they  should  seek  medical  advice  when  the  customers 
are  quite  unaware  of  the  necessity  of  doing  so  themselves. 
Opticians,  as  a  body,  unlike  chemists,  have  no  legal  status 
or  protection,  and  the  hawker  and  pedlar  each  has  as  much 
right  to  sell  spectacles  as  the  optician.  Consequently  it  is 
difficult  for  both  the  medical  profession  and  the  public  to 
distinguish  between  spectacle-vendors  who  are  competent  to 
carry  on  the  important  and  responsible  business  of  an  opti- 
cian and  those  who  are  not.  Mr.  Gibson  went  on  to  speak 
of  the  education  of  the  vendor  as  the  principle  that  is  being 
recognised  in  the  optical  business,  as  it  is  in  the  sale  of 
poisons ;  and  alluded  to  the  efforts  that  are  being  made  to 
secure  compulsory  registration  of  opticians.  He  concluded 
with  the  following  points  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  intend 
to  take  up  optics  : 

1.  Untiring  energy  and  diligence  are  required  in  systematic 
and  regular  study  of  all  the  subjects.  It  is  desirable  to  get 
all  the  best  books  available,  reading  and  re-reading  them  at 
frequent  intervals,  taking  care  to  note  observantly  the  optical 
periodicals,  so  as  to  keep  in  touch  with  modern  optical  pro- 
gress and  requirements. 

2.  If  convenient,  refraction  and  sight-testing  classes  should 
be  attended,  and  much  good  will  be  obtained  by  taking  a 
course  of  optical  instruction  by  post  from  a  recognised  in- 
structor of  optics;  and  this  should  be  followed  by  taking  the 
examinations  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company. 

3.  Advertising  is  well  enough  as  a  means  of  informing  the 
public  that  you  are  anxious  to  gain  and  secure  their  patron- 
age, but  when  advertising,  avoid  all  reference  to  your  com- 
petitors— i.  e.,  "  other  opticians  "—as  you  are  only  responsible 
for  the  manner  in  which  you  conduct  your  own  work  or  busi- 
ness;  and,  moreover,  everyone  has  competitors,  and  they 
should  be  left  to  their  own  devices.  But,  after  all,  a  good 
knowledge  of  the  spectacle-business,  together  with  good  re- 
sults attained  by  sight-testing,  frame-fitting,  and  lens-adapt- 
ing, are  things  in  themselves  which  eventually  are  far  more 
telling,  and  merit  greater  confidence  from  the  public,  than 
any  mere  advertisement  circulated  through  the  printing- 
press.  ° 

4.  Give  of  your  best  to  those  who  seek  your  aid;  devoting 
the  necessary  amount  of  time,  skill,  and  patience  to  each  in- 
dividual case.  Sight-testing  is  a  most  exact  and  exacting  art, 
and  patience  is  indispensable  to  the  operator. 

5.  Be  sure  your  goods  are  the  best  obtainable.  No  matter 
how  thorough  your  knowledge  of  optical  work  may  be.  how 
carefully  and  correctly  the  lenses  are  adapted,  inferior 
materials  will  certainly  prove  unsatisfactory  to  the  optician 
and  wearer  alike,  being  always  a  source  of  annoyance  after- 
wards. 

A  lively  discussion  ensued,  in  which  the  following  gentle- 
men took  part  :  Messrs.  Foggan,  Buckley,  Clague,  Gibson, 
Uilderdale,  Johnstone,  Wright,  and  Swailes ;  and  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  Gibson  for  his  interest- 
ing paper.

A  Test  for  Detecting  Adulterated  Maee. 
Sir, — Mr.  S.  H.  Pritchard  has  done  well  again  to  call 
attention  to  the  adulteration  of  mace  with  the  so-called 
Bombay  mace,  which  he  has  inadvertently  ascribed  to 
Bombax  malabarica  instead  of  to  Myristica  rnalabarka.  I 
gather  from  the  way  in  which  he  puts  forward  the  test  with 
soda  solution  that  he  is  under  the  impression  that  it  is  a  new 
one.  This,  however,  is  not  the  case,  as  A.  Schneider 
pointed  out  in  1897  ("Year  Book  of  Pharmacy,"  1897, 
p.  156)  that  alkalies  give  an  orange-red  colour  with  the 
spurious  article  and  only  a  "  light"  orange-red  colour  with 
the  genuine  one,  and  he  further  stated  that  this  test,  with 
the  aid  of  the  microscope,  would  detect  an  almost  infini- 
tesimal quantity  of  the  adulterant.  If  Mr.  Pritchard  will 
refer  to  the  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  for 
March  28,  1891,  he  will  there  find  a  reference  to  Hefel- 
mann's  work  upon  this  subject ;  but  a  fuller  account  in 
■English  is  given  in  "  Pharmacographia  Indica "  (vol.  iii. 
199).  From  the  latter  it  appears  that  this;  chemist  also 
made  use  of  alkalies  in  distinguishing  Bombay  mace  from 
the  true  kind,  as  well  as  from  turmeric.

"  Breaking  Bulk.'' 

We  are  asked  to  publish  the  subjoined  communication  by 
»the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations  of 
Great  Britain  to  Local  Associations  : 

162  Kennington  Park  Road,  London,  S.E., 
January  12th,  1905. 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  instructed  by  the  Executive  of  the  Federa- 
tion to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  your  Association  the 
subjoined  questions  regarding  breaking  bulk  of  stamped 
medicines,  as  to  which  there  was  a  discussion  at  the  annual 
meeting  (see  annual  report).  I  am  to  add  that  the  Executive 
are  advised  that  under  the  present  law  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  any  licensed  patent-medicine  vendor  breaking  a 
-stamped  packet  of  a  proprietary  and  retailing  in  small  quan- 
tities unstamped  so  long  as  the  same  is  not  sold  in  an  enclo- 
sure (e.g.,  box  or  bottle).  If  sold  in  an  enclosure  the  small 
quantity,  even  although  only  a  pennyworth,  must  be  stamped.

In  respect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  240. 


C.  M.  B.  (101/74).— Registration  of  Speciality  Name. — 
This  may  be  done  as  a  trade-mark  (in  which  case  descriptive 
titles  are  not  accepted)  or  by  copyrighting  the  printed  matter. 
For  full  particulars  see  C.  di  D.  Diary,  p.  240.  It  is  probable 
that  the  name  you  mention  may  be  accepted  by  the  Comp- 
troller of  Trade-marks. 

/.  P.  (100/41). — Scheduled  Poisons.— We  thank  you  for 
your  letter,  which  we  do  not  print  because  it  contains  several 
errors  of  fact.  For  example,  cantharides  is  in  Part  1  of  the 
Schedule,  and  the  tincture  and  all  liquid  preparations  of 
cantharides  are  in  Part  2.  You  say  that  ung.  cantharidis 
has  to  be  labelled  "  Poison,"  but  the  entries  in  the  Schedule 
certainly  do  not  justify  that  conclusion.  There  are  many 
who  share  your  opinion  that  "  the  skilful  defence  by  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones,  Esq.,  barrister-at-law,  will  result  in  the  com- 
plete discomfiture  of  this  miserable  prosecution." 

IT'.  IF.  (100/40)  (1.) — Cough-lozenges  are  the  only  dutiable 
medicine  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  permit  to  be  sold  in 
bulk  (not  less  than  4  lbs.)  unstamped.  See  C.  &  D.  Diary 
article,  p.  279,  paragraphs  37  and  43.  "  Stop-cough  Lozenge" 
is  no  more  or  less  liable  to  duty  than  "  Cough-lozenge"  ;  but 
please  note  that  the  Board  have  given  the  concession  in  bulk- 
sales  to  "  Cough-lozenges,"  and  "  they  intend  to  limit  the 
indulgence  strictly  to  that  article  alone,"  hence  "  Stop-cough 
Lozenge "  is  not  that  article,  and  you  may  have  to  stamp 
each  4-lb.  bottle.  So  far  as  the  retailer  is  concerned,  note 
that  the  reason  he  has  not  to  stamp  is  that  he  does  not  sell  in 
a  dutiable  enclosure.  (2)  Stamped  Medicine-wrappers. — Our 
correspondent  brings  under  our  notice  the  case  of  a  shopkeeper 
who  was  a  month  ago  fined  "  for  having  for  sale  a  preparation 
called  Camphorline,  without  a  paper  cover,  wrapper,  and 
label  provided  by  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue." 
He  asks  what  is  the  "  paper  cover,  wrapper,  or  label  "  re- 
ferred to  ?  Originally — that  is  to  say,  120  years  ago — makers 
of  dutiable  medicines  were  required  to  deliver  to  the  Com- 
missioners the  paper  covers,  wrappers,  or  labels  required  for 
such  medicines,  and  these  the  Commissioners  stamped  accord- 
ing to  the  selling-price.  By  a  subsequent  Act  this  practice 
was  superseded  by  the  present  form  of  medicine-duty  stamps. 

L.  S.  A.  (98/15). — Returned  Hamper. — It  is  a  common 
understanding  between  the  retailer  and  the  wholesaler  that 
when  the  former  orders  goods  of  the  latter  they  will  be  sent 
securely  packed  in  a  hamper  or  other  container,  which  the 
wholesaler  charges  for,  subject  to  return,  when  the  charge 
is  allowed  if  received  carriage  paid.  The  allowance  cannot 
be  made  until  the  empty  ,  is  actually  received  at  the  whole- 
saler's warehouse  in  good  condition,  and  as  this  has  not  hap- 
pened in  your  case,  but  another  hamper  has  been  delivered, 
the  wholesaler  is  entitled  to  allow  you  only  for  the  value  of 
the  hamper  l'eceived  by  him.  You  have  really  nothing  to 
dispute  about,  unless  with  the  carrier,  who  probably  will 
inform  you  that  the  empty  was  carried  at  your  risk.

T>  USINESS  in  the  drug;  and  chemical  markets  has  scarcely 
resumed  its  normal  condition  yet,  although  the  tone  is 
less  depressed  than  last  week.  The  trouble  in  the  shellac- 
market  is  still  the  uppermost  topic  in  a  certain  section  of  the 
"Lane,"  and  as  the  speculation  covered  a  wide  area  there 
is  great  uncertainty  as  to  what  the  ultimate  outcome  will 
be.  Meanwhile  there  is  a  good  trade  demand  for  spot  shellac 
at  the  lower  prices  ruling.  Feveral  large  transactions  have 
taken  place  in  Japanese  refined  camphor,  and  holders  ask 
an  advance  of  id.  Galls  and  tannic  acid  are  dearer.  Crude 
glycerin  is  tending  firmer,  and  crude  carbolic  acid  is  again 
cheaper.  Menthol,  cod-liver  oil,  and  English  and  foreign 
tartaric  acid  are  all  easier.  Fine  vanilla  at  auction  was 
higher.  In  essential  oils,  French  neroli  is  much  higher. 
Japanese  peppermint  oil  is  easier  inclined,  but  H.G.H.,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  steady.  Citronella  oil  is  rather  lower  for 
shipment.  Among  spices,  chillies,  cloves,  and  black  and  white 
pepper  are  lower.  The  drug-auctions,  which  will  be  resumed 
next  week,  are  likely  to  be  heavy.  The  following  table 
represents  the  principal  price-alterations  of  the  week  :

Some  even  maintain  that  at  current 
prices  they  run  no  risk  in  not  realising,  in  spite  of  the 
large  stocks  existing.  Because  if  there  should  be  a  set-back 
in  price — which,  according  to  their  opinion,  is  impossible 
in  tace  of  the  position  of  the  crop — it  would  in  any  case 
be  insignificant.  If,  on  the  contrary,  the  alarming  reports 
continue,  an  advance  will  certainly  result.  It  is  none  the 
less  true  that,  in  view  of  the  insignificant  transactions  of  the 
last  two  months,  we  had  expected  a  slight  falling-off  in 
price,  but  this  has  not  taken  place  yet.  The  sales  during  the 
month  of  December  amount  to  124  cases  of  Karahissar  and 
Yerli  t.q.  at  the  parity  of  from  Is.  4(7.  to  7s.  bd.  per  lb.,  c.i.f., 
and  9  cases  superior  ~?erli  at  8s.  2d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  terms. 

Potash,  Chlorate. — From  Germany  it  is  reported  that 
there  is  an  exceptionally  large  demand  for  export  for  ex- 
plosive purposes.  For  ordinary  trade-purposes  there  are 
still  considerable  lots  in  second-hands,  which,  however,  are 
firmly  held.  In  these  circumstances  it  is  not  improbable 
that  the  manufacturers  will  increase  their  prices  further. 

Quicksilver. — Mr.  A.  S.  Pickering,  in  his  monthly 
circular,  states  that  "quicksilver  is  now  in  rather  an 
interesting  position.  It  will  be  observed  from  the  table 
below  that  while  the  exports  during  1904  were  27,277 
bottles,  which  are  larger  than  the  last  four  years,  the 
imports  remain  about  normal ;  while  the  present  price  of 
11.  15.?.  being  the  lowest  officially  for  six  years,  rather 
points  to  higher  rates  presently  prevailing.  The  demand 
for  home  consumption  keeps  up  to  the  average,  with  the 
result  that  stocks  are  diminishing."

Representations  having  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Customs 
that  the  ordinary  bill-of-entry  statement  of  importation  and 
subsequent  exportation  is  not  always  accepted  by  foreign 
Customs  authorities  as  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  origin  of 
the  goods  described  therein,  collectors  and  other  officers  con- 
cerned are  informed  that,  whenever  bill-of-entry  certificates 
of  origin  are  required,  they  are  at  liberty,  if  so  requested  by 
exporters,  and  upon  being  reasonably  satisfied  by  the  produc- 
tion of  invoices  or  other  evidence  as  to  the  actual  origin  of 
goods — whether  British  or  foreign— to  issue  certificates  defi- 
nitely stating  that  such  goods  are  the  "  produce  of,"  and,  in 
the  case  of  foreign  goods,  not  merely  "  imported  from,"  their 
country  of  origin.  A  declaration  and  request  should  first  b© 
made  in  the  form  prescribed  by  General  Order  23/1898— on 
the  specification  in  the  case  of  free  goods,  and  on  the  shipping 
bill  in  the  case  of  dutiable  goods— and  the  certificates  should 
follow  the  general  lines  of  the  Form  of  Certificate  No.  13. 
(Sale),  altered  as  necessary,  all  reference  to  the  exporter's 
declaration  being  omitted  as  not  required.  A  note  is  to  be 
made  on  the  specification  or  the  shipping  bill  that  satisfactory 
evidence  of  origin  has  been  produced.  -  -   '  -
